Fighting Georgia Granite.

It will lead to a decidedly 
animated discussion as the Hawalian ques- 
tion will be brought into it and Mr. Boutelle 
will have an opportunity to make a display 
of his talents. The bill will pass the house 
by a very large majority but in the senate 
it may strike a snag. That depends upon 
the influence of thé sugar «rust in that body.

UNEASY REPUBLICAN SENATORS. 


They Do Not Like the Tangle Among 
the Republicans in the States. 

Washington, January 25.—The senate re- 
publican caucus this morning took no ac- 
tion on any subject under discussion. Ques- 
tions of finance and revonue were not even 
referred to. It was a session that afforded 
an interchange of views, but nothing more. 
Although the call was issued for the os- 
tensible purpos» of considering bills for the 
admission of territories and other minor 
matters the real purpose was to consider the 
election of senators in the states of Dela- 
ware, Idaho, Washington and. elsewhere, 
where it appears to be impossible for re- 
publican members of the legislature to agree 
upon candidates. The fear has existed that 
in the course of such a party fight the prize 
might be wrested from the grasp of the 
republicans altogeth=r, or that the state 
might be left unrepresented. There was 
some talk of passing a resolution urging all 
republicans to go into caucus and abide by 
the result and such a resolution was ready 
for presentation to the caucus. Discussion 
showed a division of sentiment on the sub- 
ject, however, the majerity being of the 
opinion that it was not the province of the 
senate to participate in factional affairs of 
the respective states. For that reason the 
resolutions were not passed, although every 
senator present expressed his regret at the 
tangle into which some of the state legis- 
latures had got themselves. 


WILL SEE CLEVELAND HIMSELF, 


Sugar Men of Louisiana to Send a 
Delegation to Washington. 

New Orleans, La., January 25.—Sugar pro- 
ducers, bankers and business men general- 
ly are getting irritated at the delay in the 
adjustment of their grievances by congress. 
A deleguition headed by J. T. Hayden, vres- 
ident of the Whitney National bank, ieave 
here by special car to see President Cleve- 
land. They will try to convince the execu- 
tive that the planters are subject to great 
injustice and that by the refusal to pay the 
bounty on this present crop of sugar mani- 
fest hardshtps wIlt be worked tot he planter. 

“We will go to Washington,” said Mr. 
Hayden, ‘“‘to see Mr. Cleveland himself. 
We go to him direct, because we think it 
mos‘ aavisable to do so. We will put be- 
fore him the sugar question in all of its 
aspects. Our delegation will Be formed 
without regard to nolitics or party. I hvupe 
that the delegation will get away tonight, 
but I question it, as all of the gentlcinen 
invited have not intimated their accept- 
ance of the invitation.” 


IMPORTANT RAILROAD SUIT. 


—— 


To Withdraw Bonds and to Declare 
an Agreement Null and Void. 

Baltimore, Md., January 25.—A railroad 
suit of far-reaching importance was insti- 
tuted by Simon Danzig, of New York,. in 
the circuit court here today. The action 
was brought through Marshal, Marbury & 
Bowdoin against fhe reorganization com- 
mittee of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad and the Mercantile Trust and De- 
posit Company, of Baltimore. The trust 
company is the depository of the bonds 
and the pooling agreement. It is sought 
to withdraw the bonds and to declare the 
pooling agreement null and void, and to 
restrain the reorganization committee from 
carrying out its proposed plan which, it is 
claimed, is illegal in that it is the intention 
to distribute to unsecured creditors a large 
portion of the common and preferred stock 
of the reorganized company. 

Mr. Danzig, bringing the suit, claims to 
represent the sentiments and intentions of 
owners of $500,000 of the bonds. It is a 
test case and is considered the beginning 
of a big fight for the control of the raiiroad 
which is an important link in the South- 
ern system. The road is 285 miles long. It 
has been in the hands of a receiver for two 
years. 


A BLIZZARD. 


Storm of Sleet and Rain at Washing- 
ton—Chicago Frozen Up. 
Washgngton, January 26.—A storm of 
mingled sleet and rain began here about 6 
o’clock last night and has continued steadi- 
ly up to this writing—2:30 o’clock a. m. 
The storm extends all over the country 
east of the Rocky mountains, and amounts 
to a blizzard in Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Minnesota and the upper lake 
region. Freight traffic has been suspended 
on the railroads centering in Chicago and 
passenger traffic is much delayed.

DOWN 70 $56,500,000 


An Enormous Drain Made on the 
Treasory the Past Week. 


MORE THAN $1,000,000 YESTERDAY 


Ickelaeimer Says That This Thing 
Is Liable to Keep Up. 


A SMALL BOND ISSUE CANNOT STOP IT 


The Gold Wolves Are Clamoring for an Is- 
suc of $500,000,000 4 Per Cent Bonds. 
Americans Buying Securities Cheap. 


New York, January 26.—Gold shipping 
houses say that more gold will be shipped 
next week than was taken this week. They 
point to the fact that notwithstanding the 
tremendous amount of bills of exchange 
Which came upon the market from gold 
shipments this week the market advanced 
today, and sight stersing closed at 489%, an 
advance of 1-32 per cent for the day. A 
wember of the firm of Heidelbach, Ickel- 
heimer & Co., a leading gold shipping house, 
Said tonight: 

“This gold export Movement, from the 
present indications, will go on each week 
with increasing magnitude.” 

It is generally conceded that the gold 
movement can now be stopped by only one 
remedy—a large enough issue of bonds to 
cause a higher money market. With the 
bank surplus reserves now down to $45,465,- 
005, the issue of only $50,000,000 bonds would 
withdraw sufticient money from circula- 
tion to advance money to 2's@3 per cent. 
A permanent per cent money mark«et 
would stop the gold exports, as the foreign 
bankers would quickly take advantage to 
make sterling loans, and the outward flow 
of money would be immediately checked. 

Despite rumors of bond issues, bankers 
who are usually well informed say that 
they have received no information direct- 
ly or indirectly of any impending call for 
bonds or subscriptions. One authority, 
however, believ@s that the administration 
cannot afford to wait longer for dction on 
the part of congress, and will issue a bond 
call next week—perhaps pot later than Mon- 
day. There was also some belief that the 
secretary of the treasury might choose to 
issue 4 per cent bonds, as the premium 
would be less than in the case of the 5 per 
cents.

Excites Alarm Abroad. 

The rapid depletion of the gold reserve has 
excited alarm abroad and foreigners have 
been pouring securities into this country 
during the last six weeks, selling many 
high class railroad bonds payable in cur- 
rency which were tenaciously held all dur- 
ing the panic. For the first time since the 
panic there. was developed this-week a 
weak tendency in gilt-edge securities. It 
is believed that unless the situation changs 
very radically, the whole treasury reserve 
will melt away in about three weeks unless 
there is a bond issue in the meantime. 
There was no other subject discvsesed in 
financial centers. The clearing huuse com- 
mittee met this afternoon and were joined 
by National Bank Presidents Simmons, Can- 
non and Tappen. The situation was dis- 
cussed, but no action can be taken now by 
the banks so that an exchange of views 
was the only result of the conference. 

Fear Something Is Wrong. 

Houses with foreign connections say that 
the foreigners are exceedingly puzzled by 
the inaction of congress, and cannot under- 
stand why the simple remedy, at least, 
of the issue of low-rate gold bonds should 
not be authorized by congress. Understand- 
ing nothing of the complication of politics 
in this country, they fear that there is 
something radically wrong in our financial 
system or that the sentiment of the peo- 
ple really favors a silver currency basis, 
and, consequently, are liquidating their 
holdings of American securities. This feel- 
ing is intensified by some of the foreign 
houses which have become wearied by the 
Situation and have advised their foreign 
correspondents that a silver currency basis 
appears to be visible. 

Over Seven Millions Yesterday. 

Washington, January 25.—The treasury 
department lost by gold withdrawals today 
as follows: 

At New York, $6,700,000; at Boston, 4$450,- 
000; total, $7,150,000, 

Of the $6,700,000 withdrawn at New York 
$5,200,000 was in gold coin and $1,500,000 was 
in gold bars. 

The gold withdrawals today reduced the 
treasury gold reserve to $56,582,858. 

There was a natural anxiety all day in 
the treasury over the gold situation. In- 
timations are in official circles that the 
president may consider it proper within a 
few days to officially call the attention of 
congress to the continued drain on the 
treasury gold reserve and to submit, outside 
of any financial measure dealing with the 
currency question, certain suggested meth- 
ods of providing a remedy to meet the ex- 
isting conditions. 


LABOR IN FACTORIES. 


A General Bill Introduced in the 
North Carolina Legislature. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 25.—(Special.)— 
Today the bill providing a new temperance 
law was presented to the legislature, Its 
principal requirements are that upon pe- 
tition of one-third of the voters in a given 
locality, the county commissioners are to 
order an election on the question of wheth- 
er liquor to be sold in that locality. If a 
majority of the qualified voters vote yes, 
whisky can be sold for two years only. 
Then another election becomes necessary: 
Persons who desire to sell must publish 
their petition three weeks in a newspaper 
or post at three public places. Sellers 
must give bond from $1,000 to $2,000, accord- 

ing to locality. 

The senate passed a bill regulating freight 
shipments by providing that non-perishable 
freight must be shipped within five days, 
and if not the railway is liable for twice 
the amount of the freight. Perishable 
freight must be shipped within two days 
and if not the company is liable for twice 
the freight and $19 penalty for each day’s 
delay. 

The principal! new bilis introduced were: 
To regulate the hours of lavor in factories, 
making nine hours a day’s work, or not 
over fifty-four a week; forbidding employ- 
ment of children under thirteen years; for- 
bidding employes to make agreements not 
to join labor unions; no women or children 
are to work between 10 o'clock p. m. and 
6 a. m.; no child under fourteen years is to 
be permitted to clean machinery while in 


operation. The bill also fixes nine hours as 
a day’s work on state contracts. 

Two other new bills of importance in- 
troduced today are: To provide for the elec- 
tion of commissioner of labor statistics 
by the legislature on joint ballot; to pre- 
vent the adulteration of candy; to allow 
farmers to ship quail and other game out 
of the state, 

There was a sensation in the senate, caus- 
ed during a discussion of judicial fairness 
by a statement of Senator Carver, republi- 
can, that in a suit of his United States 
Judge Seymour had been intimidated by a 
layman and that thereby Carver had lost 
ralf his property. 

The fusion caucus committee is holding 
nightly sessions preparing the bills provid- 
ir.g for coynty government and the new 
election law. It is decided that all power 
regarding elections shall be taken from 
county commissioners and all judicial pow- 
ers from registrars of votes. The senti- 
ment of the committee is strongly against 
allowing any challenges on election day and 
to settle this matter before the election. 

The state temperance association today 
arranged to establish an organ here. It 
has agreed for once on a measure, this be- 
ing the liquor sale regulating bill, intro- 
duced in the legislature today. The bill 
does not touch upon the amount of license 
to be charged, the high license idea having 
been abandoned. The association also de- 
cided to put a commissioner at work col- 
lecting statistics from the asylums and the 
penitentiary regarding the effeét of liquor. 

The president of the senate in an inter- 
view says the legislature has no power to 
appoint officers of penal and charitable in- 
stitutions or of the Atlantic and North 
Carolina railway, that power being vested 
solely in the governor. 


TENNESSEE'S MUDDLE. 
Republicans Continue to Protest 
Against the Turney Hold Over. 
Nashville, Tenn., January 25.—(Special.) 
The whole of today’s two séssions of the 
house was devoted to a discussion of the 
contest bill, and as there are quite a num- 
ber of members still who desire to speak, it 
is probable that the full twenty hours set 

aside for discussion Will be consumed. 

The republican members decided tonight 
to offer a number of amendments, simply 
to place themselves on record, as they ex- 
pect them to go to the table. The most 
important one of these is that the com- 
mittee to investigate the charges of fraud 
be composed of an equal number of demo- 
crats and republicans. Mr. Baker today 
Offered a substitute providing that the 
man having the most votes be inaugurated 
—the eontest to follow, and it was promptly 
laid on the table. Mr. Flowers, of Hick- 
man, was the only democrat who spoke 
against the bill. 

Governor ‘turney today sent in a mes- 
Sage urging an investigation of the charges 
of fraud in the penitentiary contract. In 
the senate a petition for the removal of 
the political disabilities of Judge Julius 
J. Dubose, of Memphis, who was impeach- 
ed two years ago, was referred to the 
judiciary committee with instructions to 
report a bill to remove the disabilities,

ARMS AND AMMUNITION RELEASED 


Found in Borden's Warehouse and on 
the Lagonda. 

Jacksonville, Fla., January 25.—United 
States District Attorney Clark has ordered 
the release of all arms and ammunition 
found by Government Inspector Anderson 
in N. B. Borden’s warehouse, at Fernandi- 
na, and supposed to have been intended 
for the Cuban revolutionists. All of the 
arms jettisoned from the yacht Lagonda 
and taken by Inspector Anderson from 
the. parties finding them have been re- 
turned. 

Cooper & Cooper, of this city, attorneys 
for the owner of the yacht Amadis, will 
tomorrow file with the clerk of the United 
States court a suit against Borden, who 
chartered the yacht at the same time he 
chartered the Lagonda. The suit ig for 
damages for violation of contract and 
writs of attachment against the arms in 
Borden’s warehouse will be served tomor- 
row by the United States marshal. The 
arms were to have been shipped on the 
Lagonda and Amadis.

Messrs. Farrar and Jonas paid 
a visit to Judge Ferguson during his stay 
at the court.

Mexico Proposes to Blockade Her Neigh-

| City of Mexico, January 25.—The arrival 
.of Guatemala’s reply to Mexico’s final de- 
fmands caused a considerable war fever 
‘throughout this district. As yet, however, 
nobody outside the. foreign office has seen 
the reply. Rumors of every sort are afloat, 
“most of them to the effect that the Guate- 
i malan government covets once more the 
old ground, seeking at once to evade the 
tissue and secure delay. 

r Ignacio Mariscal, minister of foreign af- 
‘fairs, would say nothing of the document 
‘today except that it was enormously long 
‘and would be laid before the cabinet meet- 
ing tomorrow. A statement is expected 
¥rom the government soon after this meeting 
although Senor Mariscal declined to say 
Shat it would be made. 

The war scare has taken possession of 
gimost everybody, foreign and native. Most 
of the foreign ministers here are said to 
have informed their governments that war 
is almost inevitable. The government is 
buying horses and and is working its small 
arms factory night and day with double 
the usual number of men. The manufact- 
ure of ammunition is pressed forward with 
equal haste. 

The governor of this federal district has 
offered President Diaz two battalions to go 
to the front the moment war shall be de- 
Clared. It is understood, however, that the 
government does not intend to begin the 
war on land. The first hostile step, if 
Guatemala still refuses to yield, will be to 
blockade her ports. Foreigners here express 
some doubt as to the effectiveness of such 
a blockade, since the Mexican navy has 
but half a dozen small craft, manned by 
hardly 500 seamen and officers. 

,No information as to the Mexican-Guate- 
malan diificulty could be obtained from any 
trustworthy source this evening. The min- 
isters and ministerial newspapers are en- 
tirely non-committal. The situation may not 
be altered by decisive action in the cabinet 
tomorrow. It is expected, however, that on 
Monday at the latest the governmnt will 
dclare itself. 

us. Troops on the Border. en 

The war department in this capital is all 
activity. The entire office force are working 
over hours and an unusual spirit of life and 
general animation is seen on every hand. 
The number of troops already on the front- 
ier is 18,000 and sev-ral brigades are in 
readiness to be pushed to the front at a 
day’s notice. Throughout the republic, the 
same activities are noted, and there is nou 
doubt that Mexico could put 50,000 men on 
the Guatemalan frontier within a week or 
ten days, should occasion demand. 

The general health and equipment of the 
Mexican troops now in the south are very 
good and reports from the probable seat of 
war are that the soldiers and officers are 
in high spirits and anxious to push forward 


| at the command from headquarters. It was 


reported yesterday at Salina Cruz, in the 
state of Oaxaca, that arrangements are be- 
ing quickly made by the Mexican war au- 
thorities for the Guatemalan invasion as 
soon as hostilities are declared. 

How Troops Will Be Landed. 

The theory is that the armed corvette, 
Searal Saragosa, the gunboat, Oaxaca, and 
all the Mexican boats on the Pacific coast 
will be employed in landing troops at San 
Jose, Guatemala, or at some other con- 
venient point. Immediately on landing the 
forces will be pushed with all possible speed 
across the country toward the capital, 
which lies only about fifty miles from the 
coast and where it is naturally expected the 
hard fighting will occur. At the same time, 
the Mexican rural forces will be ready to 
start for various points on the border now 
occupied by Mexican troops and cavalry, 
sweeping through the country like a whirl- 
wind. 

The rurals will aim to clear things as they 
go and be on hand ready to co-operate with 
the sea forces by the’ time they hae 
arrived before the city of Guatemala. The 
artillery and other heavy guns will be ship- 
ped by sea, and as the Guatemalans will 
probably do ali in thelr power to prevent a 
landing of the Mexican forces, it is evident 
that the artillery mounted on the Mexican 
Ships, and that designed for besieging ser- 
vice, will be immediately brought into play. 
In this event, as there are several good 
landing ~!»ces along the Guatemalan coast, 
there wili be no difficulty in eluding oppo- 
sition should it be shown at the regular 
harbor. The Guatemalan forces are alto- 
gether too small to put up a good fight at 
more than one or two points, and so Mexico 
will have probably little trouble in gaining 
land. 

Guatemala Is Active. 

Comitan, Mexico, January 25.—The gov- 
ernment is pushing forces to the Guate- 
malan frontier almost daily. Guatemala 
is using every effort to work up patriotic 
meetings in the hope of gaining large re- 
inforcements. When persuasion fails it is 
given out that when the government needs 
men it will press them into service. Nearly 
every horse within 100 miles of the border 
has been secured by orie means and an- 
other and strenuous efforts are being made 
to get more. 


HOPE THEY WILL AGREE. 


President Cleveland’s Telegram on 
the Mexico-Guatemala Dispute. : 
City of Mexico, January 25.—A telegram 
has been received at the United States le- 
gation here from Secretary Gresham ex- 
pressing President Cleveland’s hope that 
Mexico and Guatemala would agree upon 
some favorble means of settling the boun- 
dary dispute between themselves or, fail- 
ing in that, would agree upon a reference of 
the controversy to friendly arbitration. This

CHINESE MADE A SHOW 
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Bat Japanese Artillery Soon Made 
Them Retreat. 

London, January 2%.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Tokio says that, under 
date of Hai-Ping, January 2th, General 
Nogi reports as follows: “The Chinese, 16,-. 
000 strong, from Tai-Hai-Gen advanced to 
our outermost lines of defense. The artil- 
ery was only employed on both sides. The 
enemy was soon routed, demoralized by our 


shrapnel, and retreated in two bodies, one 


| 
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to the northward and the other taking a 
northwesterly direction.’’ 

A dispatch from Yung-Cheng, dated Jan- 
uary 23d, noon, says field marshal, General 
Oyama, has established his headquarters 
there. The third fleet of transports arrived 
at daybreak on January 23d, and the troops 
they conveyed were successfully landed. 
Most of the civilian inhabitants remaining 
in the vicinity are peacefully disposed. 
Fuel and water are very scarce. Engineerz 
are repairing the road in order that the 
artillery can be moved rapidiy. No opposi- 
tion to the landing of troops has been met 
with except on the occasion of landing the 
first detachments of marines, when the re- 
sistance of a Chinese battery was very 
feeble. The outposts do not find any trace 
of the enemy, who have apparently retreat- 
ed to Wei-Hai-Wei or into the interior. 

The Chinese peace envoys are expected 
to arrive in Japan on January 30th. 


RIBOT WILL TRY HIS HAND 


In Forming a Cabinet for France. 
Will Probobly Be Successful. 


Paris, January 25.—President Faure sum- 
moned M. Ribot to the palace this morning 
and requested him to form a ministry. It 
is expected that M. Ribot will be supported 
by the moderates with the aim of passing 
the budget bill without a clause providing 
for an income tax. 

M. Ribot has held consultations with MM. 
Poincare, Lebon, Barthou and others and 
will probably be successful in forming a 
cabinet. 

The opposition newspapers violently de- 
nounce the prospective Ribot ministry. La- 
France publishes an article on the subject 
under the caption, “France Sold to Eng- 
Jjland,”” and The LaPatrie heads its article 
“The English in Power.” 

The Cocarde states that M. Tremontel, 
ex-prefect of Corsica, has been arrested on 
a charge of embezzlement. 

M. Ribot went to the Elysee at 9 o’clock 
this evening and told M. Faure that he 
was making satisfactory progress with the 
construction of a cabinet. It is believed 
that M. Hanotaux, the last minister of for- 
eign affairs; ex-Premier Loubet and Dep- 
uty Maurice Lebon have consented to 
serve.

By the Earthquake in Persia—Suarviv- 
ors Suffering Terribly. 

London, January 26.—The Times’ corre- 
spondent in Teheran reports the mortality 
in the recent earthquake as far beyond the 
former estimates. He says: 

“The mortality in Kuchan was very great. 
Some 600 persons were eatombed in a 
mosque, and 600 perished in various baths. 
Many were burned to death. The survivors 
have suffered terribly from cold and want, 
as neither food nor water was obtainable 
for thrée days. Not a single building in 
the city is standing. There is simply a 
mass of bricks and earth. The shocks have 
come daily since January Ilith, the one on 
the 22d being equal in severity to the first 
one. it is pitiful to see the terrified fami- 
lies huddled together without shelter from 
the intense cold. There are no doctors in 
Kuchan, but Russian surgeons are hasten- 
ing to the city from Askabad.”’ 


Trouble in Bulgaria. 

Berlin, January 25.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Frankfurter Zeitung 
“says a revolution is impending in Pulga- 
ria. The movement, which aims at the depo- 
sition of Prince Ferdinand from the Bulga- 
rian throne, is under the concerted leader- 
ship of ex-Premier Stambuloff and M. Sank- 
off, the notorious agitator who recently re- 
turned from exile by virtue of a grant of 
amnesty by the government. 


Marine Casulaties. 

London, January 25.—The British steamer, 
Escurial, from Cardiff for Fiumen, has 
been wrecked off Port Reath. The ship went 
to pieces and only seven out of her crew of 
nineteen were saved. 

The fishing boat, Tweed, owned at Dun- 
bar and manned by a crew from that place, 
went down during the recent storm and her 
crew of seven were drowned. 


PREPARED FOR THE RUN. 


Binghamton Banks Meet All Demands 
Made. 

Binghamton, N. Y., January 2.—The 
doors of the Binghamton Trust Company 
and the Binghamton Savings bank were 
opened promptly at 9 o’clock this morning. 
At the former, just as the doors were open- 
ed, the express messengers carried a big 
iron box into the office. It contained $160,- 
000, mostly in currency, all of which came 
from the Chase National bank, in New 
York city. At the Binghamton Savings 
bank the counter and tables in the rear 
were covered with greenbacks and plenty of 
clerks stood by ready to disburse them when 
called for. The run continued throughout 
the morning, although not so extensively 
as last evening. Most of those withdrawing 
their funds were women who had been 
frightened by the sensational reports in 
circulation. 


HANGING AT ROANOKE. 


William Robertson Pays the Penalty 
for the Murder of Jere Barbour. 
Roanoke, Va., January 25.—William Rob- 

ertson, white, was hanged today at Rocky 

Mount, for the murder of Jere Barbour. 

three years ago. Robertson and Barbour left 

Wardsboro together on the night of Janua- 

ry 25, 1892. Barbour’a body was found in the 

road the next morning. His pockets had 
been robbed of $10 and the money was found 
on Robertson’s person. The murderer was 
eighteen years old when the crime was 
committed and Barbour was sixty-eight 
years of age. The prisoner was brought out 
by Sheriff O. W. Price at 11:30 o'clock and 
the death sentence read. The prisoner was 
calm and collected; admitted his guilt and 
said whisky was the cause of his trouble, 
and told all his friends goodby. He sat on 

the scaffold composed; sang ‘‘There Is a 

Fountain Filled with Blood.”’ The drop fell 

at 11:55 o'clock.

GREATEST TROUSLE IN THE SUBURBS 


A Priest Offers a Motorman $810 to 
Leave His Car. 


FOLICE FOOLED BY A FAKE BOMB 


Even Fire Could Not Make It Explode 
One Man Had His Pockets Filled 
with Dynamite When Arrested. 


Brooklyn, N. Y., January 25.—No decided 
change for the better was noticeable in the 
trolley strike situation today. The men 
and the companies are as far apart as ever, 
and there seems to be no immediate pros- 
pect of either side weakening. 

President Lewis, of the Brooklyn Heights 
company, claimed today that a dozen of 
his old hands had applied to him for their 
old positions and had been reinstated. And 


he expressed the opinion that this was the 
beginning of the end as a general weaken- 
ing in the strikers’ ranks might now be 
expected. The strike leaders emphatically 
denied that any such break had occurred, 
declaring their ranks were just as solid 
now as when the trouble began. 

The strike of the linemen was materially 
strengthened today, as was evident by the 
difficulties of keeping up operations on 
lines when wires had been cut or burned 
out. Early in the afternoon wires were 
cut at Fulton street and Saratoga avenue, 
and on one of the main @nes of the Brook- 
lyn Heights. system. Although the com- 
pany was immediately given ample police 
and military protection, no linemen have 
appeared up to 6 o’clock this evening, and 
no attempt has been made to repair the 
wires. As a consequence that road has 
been blocked all the afternoon, and at pres- 
ent it looks as if the blockade would hold 
until morning. The crowd about the neigh- 
borhood was large but orderly and seems 
to understand that the militia are there 
for business. 

A number of other wire cuttings was re- 
ported during the day on the different lines, 
causing more or less trouble ‘to the com- 
panies, but this sort of warfare on the part 
of the strikers or their sympathizers was 
not so extensive as that of yesterday. 

The eastern district of Brooklyn, Ridge- 
wood and Maspeth, were the scenes of 
various disorder and violence today. Cars 
were held up and stoned, and in several 
cases pistol shots were fired at the police- 
men. 


2,000 persons attacked seven stalled cars 
of the Flushing and Graham avenue line, 
at Driggs and Manhattan avenues, at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon. After dragging off 
the miotormen and conductors the mob 


wrecked the cars completely. 

The mob then moved on to Bedford ave- 
nue, where it demolished six more cars be- 
longing to the cross-town road. It also cut 
the trolley wire for four blocks. The police 
charged the mob, which moved on toward 
Green Point. 

A Priest’s Action. 

At Nostrand and Park avenue more cars 
were stalled. An attack was attempted 
on them. For nearly an hour the police 
plied their clubs continually. The mob 
refused to budge, but after several charges 
they edged off. ‘There was no militia in 
that region of the city. 

Father O’Hara, of St. Anthony’s church, 
had assured Mayor Schieren that he would 
undertake to keep order in that part of the 
city. This afternoon he was summoned to 
the scene of disorder to use his influence in 
quieting the mob. The mob, numbering 
several thousand, had surrounded a car 
and was shouting at the motorman to 
desert. This he refused to do. Father 
O’Hara pushed his way through the crowd 
and jumping on board the car offered the 
motorman a $10 bill to leave in order to 
restore peace. The motorman took the 
money and departed. 

This act was received with cheers and 
order was gradually obtained. Just at that 
moment Father O’Hara received a message 
from Mayor Schieren in which the mayor 
said that if order was not maintained in 
Green Point he would be compelled to send 
the militia there. 


He told them of his assurance to Mayor 
Schieren, and he hoped that the people 
would assist him in keeping order. 

Shortly afterward a mob at Bedford ave- 
nue and the Bushwick creek bridge, tore 
down the trolley wires and were about to 
attack a half dozen stalled cars when the 
police and a detachment of Troop A hove in 
sight. The green motormen had deserted 
the cars and a patrol wagon with others 
was brought from the car stable. When 
they saw the crowd they refused to alight 
from the wagon and were taken back. The 
police and soldiers are guarding the stalled 

ors. 
Special Policeman Meehan, while riding 
on a car on Manhattan avenue, was shot at 
by some one in a crowd. The bullet grazed 
the officer’s head. Prior ® this shooting 
the car had been stoned and every giass 
in it was shattered. 

Late this afternoon a car from Newtown, 
containing forty non-union men, was held 
up near Maspeth, and a number of the men 
were induced to join the strikers. A de- 
tachment of the Seventh regiment, from 
Ridgewrod, assisted by the police, captured 
a few of the non-union men and took them 
to the Maspeth station of the Brooklyn 
Heights company. The strikers claim that 
thirty men deserted, joined them and were 
sent to their homes in other cities. 

In Ridgewood a Gates avenue car was 
held up at Gates and Hamburg avenues 
this afternoon. The crowd tried to over- 
throw the car, but were dispersed by de- 
tails of the Seventh regiment and the 
Sixty-ninth battalion. Two women in the 
ear were badly frightened. No arrests 
were made. 

At the corner of Gates and Evergreen 
avenues this evening a motorman of the 
Green and Gates avenue line was struck 
with a stone, thrown from the crowd on 
the corner of Evergreen avenue, and 
knocked down. He recovered shortly and 


took his car, with several windows broken, 
to the end of the journey. 

These were the chief disorders of the 
day and occurred pracécally in the subur- 
ban parts of the city. In the city proper, 
outside of wire-cutting, the disorders re- 
ported were principally of a minor char- 
acter.

A man, who failed to give his name, 
carried the bomb to the first precinct 
station house. The suspicious looking 
thing was at once sent to Superintendent 
of Police Campbell, who, with some alarm, 
hurried it to the navy yard for the ex- 
perts there to make an examination. Com- 
mander Elmer, of the ordnance department, 
turned the supposed deadly explosive over 
to Gunner James Hayes and Lieutenant 
Commander Hannis. The alleged bomb 
was one and a half inches thick and five 
inches in diameter. It was cylinder 
shaped, weighed two pounds and had a 
metallic case, covered with Japan black. 
A long cotton fuse protruded from one 
end. The gunner first tried to explode it 
by the use of the “slow match,” but failed. 
Then a fire was built and the alleged 
bomb torpedo placed in it. After half an 
hour’s wait it refused to explode. An- 


{ other fire was built and the outside of the 


cylinder saturated with oil. It was placed 
in the second fire, this time for the pur- 
pose of melting the case and thus explode 
any destroying properties that might be 
inside it. Aft®r another half-hour’s wait 
no explosion took place and the navy 
Officials came to the conclusion that the 
thing was a hoax. Commander Elmer said 
he would have a more thorough examina- 
tion made in the morning and report toe 
the police. 
Strong Was Loaded. 

John Strong was held in the Lee avenue 
court, Williamsburg, today on a charge 
of carrying concealed weapons. The po- 
lice think he is a dangerous anarchist. 
Special Officer Tammany found Strong et 
an early hour this morning acting in @ 
suspicious manner in the vicinity of Gran4 
street on Driggs avenue. His answers tc 
questions did not suft Tammany, wha 
locked him up. When searched at the 
station Tammany nearly fainted when he 
found that his prisoner had small dyna- 
mite bombs and a large loaded revolver in 
his pockets. 

“I wanted to make things pleasant for 
somebody,” he said when asked what he 
intended to do with the bombs. 

They were placed in pails of water in 
the Bedford avenue police station. Strong 
seemed unconcerned when arraigned in 
court and told Justice Goetting that he 
did not care what became of him. He re- 
fused to say if he was concerned in the 
strike, either through sympathy or by em- 
ployment.

is going on. The. board will also attempt 
to bring the warring factions together. 
The hearing was begun this afternoon. 

° No Cars at Night. 

The companies began shutting — down 
their lines at dark. On some lines one or 
two cars were run an hour of two after 
dark. On Butler street a car was stoned. 
One on Flatbush avenue had a window 
smashed. These were other 
and at 9 o’clock no more cars were sent 
out. As on other nights when the cars 
ceased to run, disturbances came to an 
end and quiet settled over the city. — 

Mayor Schieren drove to police head- 
quarters at 9 o’clock tonight and held a 
secret conference with Commissioner 
Welles and Superintendent Campbell. They 
were informed by the presidents of the 
three systems affected by the strike that 
presumably in anticipation of the writ of 
mandamus all lines are to be operated to- 
morrow. They knew that guch an at- 
tempt would mean plenty of, trouble. 

Watching for Wire-Cutters. 

The mayor declined to discuss the na- 
ture of the conference. When it was over 
all the police captains were summoned to 
police headquarters at midnight. It is sup- 
posed they expected concerted action in. 
the wire-cutting between midnight and 
morning, and were ordered to prevent it if 
possible. They were also instructed as to 
their duties in case attempts were made 
by the companies to open all lines in the 
morning. 

A portion ef the Seventh regiment is un- 
der marching orders and it is supposed 
that they are to be moved to Green Point, 
Erie basin and other danger points In the 
morning. 

The cars were moved on several new 
lines, and, barring numerous accidents, the 
companies made a good showing today. 
But the end ig not yet. 

The wires of the Ralph avenue line were 
cut at the junction of Fulton street at 
8:30 o'clock p.m. The cutting was done 
in the presence of about 100 men and boys, 
who, however, showed that they approved 
of the proceedings.  i,either policeman nor 
soldier was in sight and the wire-cutters 
proceeded with their performance without 
the least apparent apprehension of arrest. 


SIX DEAD AND SEVEN WOUNDED 


By the Explosion of a Boiler in a 
Brewery. 

Mendota, lll., January 25.—A terrible boil- 
er explosion shook this city and the sur- 
rounding country for miles this afternoon. 
Six dead and seven injured are the known 
victims of the calamity. 

The explosion was in the brewery of C. 
Henning & Sons. The names of the known 
dead are: Christian Zeifert, .oreman; Da- 
vid Cheer, engineer; David Wells, -fireman; 
Adam Berscheidt, laborer; J. Kennedy, well 
laborer, of Chicago. 

The injured, as far as known, are Henry 
Peal, scalded and leg broken; Harry Bar- 
more, Rising City, Neb., sealded; J. Love. 
arm broken; C. Reed, head bruised; H- 
Freeman, G. Parker and 8. McCloud. 

The whole of the center of the large struc- 
ture was wrecked and the work of search- 
ing the debris for any more victims Js 
hampered by the furious blizzard which is 
raging. There is also danger to searchers 
from a big smokestack, which is expected 
to fall any minute. The logs to the proprie- 
tors is $80,000. Until the wreckage is clear- 
ed away no one can tell how many have 
Icst their lives or been injured.

Two important changes 
in legislation were made by the bill. One 
was to restore to the secretary of the 
treasury the discretion that formerly was 
vested in him to notes of suck 
denominations as he may best, in- 
stead of being restricted to the relssue of 
such denominations as may be canceled 
and retired. The otner change was th: 
abolition of gold certificates. - 

Two amendments offered by Mr. Combs, 
of New York, was adopted. One provides 
that no more gold certificates shall be 
prinied and that all such certificates here- 
after received by the treasury shall be 
canceled. The cther provides that after 
July 1, 1895, gold certificates shall not be 
received for customs dues, not counted as

NICARAGUA CANAL BILL PASSES. 


The Senate Puts It Through by a Vote 
of 21 to 31. 

Washington, Jamuary 25.—The long par- 
liamentary struggle over the Nicaragua 
canal bill came to a close in the senate 
today and the bill was passed by a vote 
of 31 yeas to 21 nays. From 2 o'clock in 
the aftgrnoon until 5 o’cléck the time was 
consumed in a discussion in which the 
speeches were limited to five minutes. It 
Was sometimes carried on in a pretty angry 
fashion, but nothing very important or 
interesting was said on either side of the 
question. 

At 5 o’clock the talk ceased and the vot- 
ing began—the result of the first vote in- 
dicating a safe majority for the bill. 

Several amendments were accepted by Mr. 
‘Morgan, who had charge of the bill, and 
were agreed to, as a matter of course. 
The most important amendment was one 
which was oftered by Mr. Frye, and which 
Was amendment on the motien of Mr. Wol- 
cott. 

This dual amendment required the work 
of canal construction to be divided into sec- 
tions and to be given out on contract, to 
the lowest responsible bidder after adver- 
tisement—the aggregate award not to ex- 
ceed the amount of $70,000,000. 

The substitute offered by Mr. Turpie re- 
quiring a preliminary survey and estimate, 
and a report on the practicability of the 
Menoca]l route was defeated—yeas 23, nays 
23—and finally the bill was passed by a 
majority of ten, and will now be sent to 
the house for the action of that body.

It authorizes the com- 
pany to issue 3 per cent bonds to the 
amount of $70,000,000,which shall be endorsed 
and guaranteed by the treasury of tka 
United States, and shall be secured by a 
first mortgage on all the property of the 
company. The interest on these bonds is 
to be paid by the company as it falls due, 
and on failure to do so, is to be held to 
pay 4 per cent interest to the United States. 
And such default shal! also bring with it 
the right of foreclosure and sale. In con- 
sideration of the guarantee, the United 
States is to receive $70,000,000 in stock of 
the company, $6,000,000 of stock. is to go te 
the government of Nicaragua, $1,500,000 to the 
government of Costa Rica, and the remain- 
ing $22,500,000 is to go to extinguish former 
issues of stock and to the constructien of 
the canal. Ten of the fifteen directors of 
the company are to be appointed by the 
president of the United States, with the 
advice and consent of the senate.

Mr. John introduced a bill in the house to- 
day to reduce the number of railroad com- 
missioners from three to two during the 
next two years and to gle after that time.

TRIAL OF WHITECAPPERS. 


' An Important Case in Cullman Uoun- 


ty Circuit Court. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 25.—Judge 
Speake, of the eighth judiciary circuit, will 
convene the Cullman county circuit court in 
extra session next Monday to try ten al- 
leged whitecappers, who are under indict- 
ment for murder. 

The names of the defendants are Joseph 
Cober, Houston Molmes, John Holmes, 
—- Donaldson, Cottle, Dock Kellar, Joe 
Kellar, John Goodlett, Bill Goodlett and 
Dave Goodlett. 

The crime for which they are under in- 
dictment was committed in August, 1891. A 
band of disguised men went to the house 
of Monroe Evans, a few miles in the coun- 
try from the town of Cullman, and killed 
him and his son, John, under cover of night. 
The assassins made their escape and until 
last fall no clue as to their identity was 
found. 

Detectives, however, had been at work on 
the case and by degrees they began to un- 
ravel the mystery. At last four men cons. 
fessed to having been in the mob that as- 
Sassinated old man Evans and his son. 
They gave the names of all who were along, 
fourteen in number. They said the two men 
were killed because they were objectionable 
citizens. 

Early in November the ten men above 
named were arrested and incarcerated in 
the Cullman county jail. The grand jury, 
which Tonvened a fw Gis later, investi- 
gated the matter and returned true billg 
against the prisoners charging them with 
murder. 

The trial begins Monday at-Cullman and 
will no doubt attract wide attention, as it 
is one of the most Important cases ever 
tried in north Alabama.

They do not relish the 
idea of an extra session, which might last 
all through the summer and result in losing 
to them all the ground they have gained 
through democratic errors and mistakes. 
They are, therefore, willing and anxious to 
assist their brethren of the democratic 
faith to do something provided, of course, 
the latter accept the responsibility. 

Mr. Cleveland is more anxious that some- 
thing be done than the republicans. He has 
got to the profanity stage in speaking of 
congress. It is a stage congress reached 
long ago in regard to him. So honors ought 
to be easy. While he says a few bad words 
about congress he is very shy when ap- 
proached to propose a compromise measure— 
something that he will sign. He has tackled 
this thing before: It cut backwards then 
and now he is handling the matter of mak- 
ing suggestions very gingerly. All he will 
say ‘is that congress must act, but it need 
not send him a bill that will permit the cur- 
rency to descend and rest upon a siiver 
basis. 

this does not help the honest, conscien ious 
men of the party who are urging action 
out in the least. Bills are proposed by the 
score, but no one seems to exactly suit any 
one but its author. Then there are so many 
petty jealousies existing among the alleged 
leaders, and so much bad feéling that a 
solution seems yet far off. 

However, Bill Springer’s spirits are yet 
high up and he talks in the most encourag- 
ing and mercurial style. Behind him trots U. 
S. Hall, the Missourian who talks to Car- 
lisle every day and who speaks in platitudes 
and generalities about financial legislation 
which is sure to be had. 

There is, indeed, financial smoke galore 
this week, but whether the fire will be pro- 
duced remains to be seen. 

Everybody admits there should be a bill 
but on what basis congress can get together 
is the perplexing question. 

Together with all this talk is the beer 
tax discussion which is exciting much inter 
est, but which may end simply in talk. 
Mr. Carlisle says the revenues are increas- 
ing now and the additional revenue whicl) 
would be derived from this source will 
perhaps not be needed. This declaration on 
his part may end the matter. 

Then of next most important interest 
comes the repeal of the one-tenth differen- 
tial sugar tax imposed upon German beet 
sugar. Whether the senate will pass this 
bill when sent to it by the house is a spec- 
ulative question. In this connection specu- 
lative is good. 

And the Nicaragua canal bill is another 
matter of speculation. A few shares of this 
stock are held about Washington. If the 
bill becomes a law as the senate passes it 
there will be a mint of profits to the holders 
of the present shares. But it can hardly 
become a law in the brief remaining days 
of this congress. 

However, the currency question is the 
great one. Nine-tenths of all interest cen- 
ters around that. Everybody excpt the de- 
feated ones want to stave off an extra ses- 
sion, and democrats, republicans, adminis- 
tration and  anti-administration shoulders 
are all at the wheel now, fussing and fight- 
ing over details, it is true, but any day 
they may all agree to shove together, and 
then a bill would slide through the ways 
of congress and land upon the white house 
portals.

TOPICS OF TRADE, 


Small Value and Low Prices Is the 
Report. 

New York, January 20.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“Special telegraphic and mail advices 
from the more important distributing cen- 
ters fail to reveal any marked improve- 
ment in the movement of merchandise and 
products, and the conclusion is forced 
that the general trade’ situation remains 
as previously characterized, by small vol- 
ume, low prices, hand-to-mouth sales, and 
the outlook favorable to a very conser- 
vative trade for some time to come. 

‘Gains in demand have been noteworthy 
only at eastern woolen mills for men’s 
wear fabrics, among Providence manufac- 
turing jewelers, wholesale dealers in sta- 
ples at Augusta, Memphis: and New Or- 
leans, and tn the west and northwest, at 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Paul and Minn- 
eapolis only, the improvement being rather 
by contrast with the recent dullness than 
with the volume of trade ordinarily trans- 
acted at this season. An exception is in 
wool sales, which have increased sharply, 
though prices are no higher. Mills report 
unexpetedly heavy orders of men’s wear 
woolens for fall delivery in spite of for- 
eign competition, clothiers having placed 
the bulk of overcoatings and general suit- 
ings contracts with domestic mills. 

‘T'ransactions in prints and ginghams 
are of fai~ proportions, the latter having 
been stimulated by cut prices. 

“None of the larger eastern cities report 
a likelihood of a demand to anticipate 
wants. On the contrary, all the indica- 
tions are for a continuance of orders for 
nearby wants only. Boston reports a de- 
créase in the quantity of commercial pa- 
per offering, and Providence has small 
stocks of goods on hand. 

“At Pittsburg unfavorable weather has 
checked trading again. Philadelphia tex- 
tile mills are dissatisfied with the situa- 
tion and the outlook, but Baltimore job- 
bers say trade is fairly satisfactory. 

“At the south collections are slow in 
South Carolina, Georgia and Virginia. 
More interest is manifested by patrons of 
Richmond jobbers, and Charleston and Sa- 
vannah respectively report fertilizers and 
Laval stores more active. At Atlanta job- 
bers are awaiting the results of settlements 
on February ist before seeking to extend 
their trade. At almost all southern cen- 
ters general trade remains quiet and a very 
moderate volume,” 


What Dun & Co. Say. 

New York, January 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

“Events have not helped business this 
week. Industries have not yet found suffi- 
cient demand for their products to prevent 
firther decline in prices and this week the 
average for all commodities has again 
touched the lowest point ever known. The 
number of hands employed does not in- 
crease, and a strike has cut off for mere 
than a week about half the business of 
Brooklyn, to some extent affecting trade 
here. Congress has done nothing to re. 
plenish the treasury, and a great variety of 
financial doctors, each offering his remedy, 
does not promise health for the patient. 
Another offer of bonds under the old law 
might resylt 
ursatisfactorily.

the future is clouded and the consuming 
demand has not increased in January as was 
expected. In the belief that it would indus- 
tries had enlarged productions, and until 
it does, the excessive capacity constantly 
tends to depress prices. 

“In iron and steel weakness is seen at 
Philadelphia, where bessemer iron is quot- 
ed at $11.85, and plates at $1.30, and at Pitts- 
burg gray forge is quoted at $9.15 and wire 
nails at 8 cents. A better demand appears 
for bars at P ttsburg, but at Chicago they 
are unexpectedly dull. No transactions in 
rails are reported, and in general the de- 
mand for finished products is considered 
disappointing. 

“The demand for cotton goods has been 
staggered by successive reductions in va- 
rious lines, ginghams having been especial- 
ly depressed but the demand is still very 
narrow. Print cloths sold moderately at 
2% cents, the lowest quotation on record, 
but have been lifted a shade by speculation. 
Even with cotton at almost the lowest 
point, sales to spinners are restricted. Cot 
ton barely escaped the lowest point on re. 
cord, with receipts from plantations neariy 
454,000 bales larger than at the same date, 


<@ocks of American here and abroad 300,000 
bales larger than at the same date that 
year. 

“Exports of $7,450,000 gold this week, mak- 
ing about $20,000,000 in January, have been 
partly for Lilinois Central settlements, but 
mainly due to withdrawals of foreign capi- 
tal. Ccnsiderable sales of stocks and of 
hig® priced railway currency bonds ‘seller 
fifteen days’ show doubt about the moneta- 
ry future. Of the same significance are 
purchases of bills for future remittance Dy 
importers, as a change in the currency 
would subject them to loss. Many bank- 
ers talk seriously of the danger that a sil- 
ver basis may suddenly come, unless con- 
gressional inactivity ceases. 

“Liabilities in faiiures for seventeen days 
of January were $7,501,209 against $13,663,990 
in eighteen days last year; manufacturing 
liabilities were $1,5/2,43 against 96,072,837 
last year, and trading $5,548,166 against 
$6,800,3¢3 last year. Failures this week have 
been 268 in the United States, against 430 
last year, and 59 in Canada against 5} last 
year.”

BEATS COTTON OUT OF SIGHT. 


That Is What South Carolina Farmers 
Say of Tebacco Raising. 

Charleston, S. C., January 25.—The News 
and Courier will publish tomorrow a special 
tobacco edition showing the marvelous de- 
velopment of the tobacco growing industry 
in the Pee Dee section of South Carolina in 
the hast few years. The fullest details are 
given as to the methods of cultivation, the 
varieties of seed best adapted to the soil; 
the cost of production and the profits on the 
crop, and the experience of a large number 
of tobacco planters is related to show thal 
tobacco is king. Tobacco growing is a flour- 
ishing industry throughout the Pee Dee 
section of the state, but it has had its most 
successful and satisfactory developments in 
Darlington county, to which Tne News and 
Courier review is largely confined. Ten years 
ago not one pound of tobacco was grown 
in South Carolina for market. Last year 
1,000,000 pounds were raised and marketed in 
Darlington county alone, ‘ine acreage de- 
voted to the cultivation of the plant was 
not 5 per cent of the acreage aevoted to 
cotton, yet the value of the tovacco product 
was 16 per cent of ali the cotton raised in 
the county. The money vaiue of the tobacco 
crop of the county was $120,000. The tobacco 
acreage will be increased this year from 600 
to 600 per cent and a total crop of at least 
5,000,000 poundg is counted on. The average 
price paid for Darlington tobacco last year 
was 12 cents a pound. Some specially fine 
leaf brought 70 cents a pound. 

Captain Paul Whipple, a New England 
man, and brother of the proprietor of 
Young’s hotel in Boston, cleared more than 
$80 an acre and had thirty acres planted in 
tobacco. Other farmers did as well; some of 
them did even better. All of them agree 
that there is more money in tobacco than 
in cotton. The Darlington soil is especially 
adapted to tobacco growing, some of the 
best results having been obtained from very 
poor land well fertilized. Labor is abundant 
and efficient. Two tobacco warehouses have 
been established in the county, providing a 
home market for the farmers. Twelve buyers 
were in the market last year; tbere will 
be twice as many next season. The average 
cost per acre for cultivating, curing and - 
marketing tobacco is $35 an acre. The aver- 
age yield per acre is 1,200 pounds. A smoking 
tobacco factory has been established at 
Darlington. The result of the tobacco grow- 
ing experiment has been most profitable. 
It is said by the farmers to be a poor man’s 
crop and to beat cotton out of sight.

He stands high at the bar anc 
in social circles and his many friends hopx 
he will soon be himself again.

CONFESSES MURDER. 


Holt Says That his Pal, Harris, Killed 
J. T. darrett. 


A CLUB MEMBER RAISES A POINT 


He Refuses to Testify About What Is Done 
in His Club, as It Would Crim- 
inate Himsel. 


Columbus, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of Muscogee county today 
indicted John Hoit and Colonel Harris for 
the murder of J. T. Jarrett, the detective 
who was shot gown in cold blood on 
Broad street ten days ago. 

Holt made a clean breast of the whole af- 
fair, laying the killing on Harris. Harris 
was brought to this city last night from 
Montgomery. The criminal officers regard 
them as the most hardened and desperate 
culprits in this section of the country. It 
seems that they are “pals,” traveling from 
town to town, committing depredations 
wherever they go. 

The evidence points unerringly to their 
guilt. 

Refuses to Testify. 

In October last warrants were sworn out 
by Chief Williams against the Muscogee 
Club, Harmony Circle and Elks Social 
Club, social organizations, charging them 
with keeping open a fippling house on the 
Sabbath day. Durfng the tnvestigation of 
the charges preferred against the Muscogee 
Club by the grand Jury today one of the 
witnesses summoned to appear before the 
body declined to answer certain questions 
concerning the selling of intoxicants at 
the clubhouse on Sunday. His reason was 
that the evidence which he might give would 
tend to criminate himself, he being a mein- 
ber of said club. The foreman of the grand 
jury had the witness carried before Judge 
Butt, the superior court now being in ses- 
sion, to compel him to answer the ques- 
tions propUunded: Hon. C. E. Battle repre- 
sented the member of the club before the 
court and cited numerous decisions to sus- 
tain the action o€ his client in refusing to 
testify before the grand jury. The court 
has held up its decision until tomorrow 
morning. The result of this trial will de- 
termine whether or not the clubs in ques- 
tuon will be permitted to keep their buffets 
open on Sunday. The clubs are composed 
of some of the leading Dusiness men of the 
city and considerable interest centers in 
the final outcome. 

Against the City. 

In the case of W. C. Kirven against tht 
city of Columbus to recover damages for 
the killing of his child in 1891, by the cay- 
ing of an embankment on Fifteenth street, 
the jury returned a verdict of $300 for the 
plaintiff. The amount asked for was 
2,500. 


IMPROVEMENTS SUSPENDED. 


The Funds Are Exhausted and Jack- 
sonville Has to Quit. 
Jacksonville, Fla., January 25.—(Special.) 
The board of public works has announced 
that no more improvements will be made 
at present. This action will result in 
throwing hundreds of men out of employ: 
ment and will be seriously felt by mer. 
chants. The board takes this action be- 
cause there are no funds with which to 
pay for improvements. The board made 
large contracts expecting to pay with the 
money realized from the sale of bonds. 
The Colvin suit to test the validity of the 
bonds prevented their sale and consequent- 
ly the board was left with many large 
contracts on hand and no money. This 
forced a suspension of all city improve- 

ments.

Desperate Encounter oi a Traveling 
Salesman with a Bold Negro. 


BEAT HIM DOWN WITH A BROOM 


‘Don’t Comein Here,I’m a Woman and 
I’m Naked”—This Was the Burg- 
lar’s Big Bluff. 


A broomstick is rather a clumsy weapon 
wien a man comes face to face with a fe- 
rocious burglar in his own house, but if 
there is nothing else available and the 
man has nerve with a little muscle to back 
it, the broomstick.can werk wonders. 

This was demonstrated at a late hour 
last night when Mr. L. R. Allen, a travel- 
ing salesman, discovered a daring negro in 
his house, grappled with him, and atter a 
desperate struggle beat his face almost into 
protoplasmic pulp with the broom handle, 
and led him a captive to police headquar.- 
ters. 

“I was just after something to eat. I 
was so hungry. 1 was almost starving, 
mister, an’ nobody wouldn't give me any- 
thing and I couldn't git any work to do,” 
the burglar cried, his tears making a clean 
path down his blood-clotted countenance. 

“It looked like you wanted something to 
eat,” exclaimed his captor, shaking the 
negro by the collar and turning him over 
to the police officer. “‘You were carrying 
om everything I had in my pantry and I 
believe you'd have killed me if 1 hadn't 
got to that broom.” 

Frightened the Little Girl. 

The family of Mr. Allen, who lives at 73 
East Mitchell street, was preparing to re- 
tire. lt wes nearly 11 o’clock and his little 
nine-year-old daughter, who had started up- 
Stairs to bed, heard a noise in the dining 
room. She stopped and listened. The man 
could be distinctly heard moving about and 
the little girl fled in terror to her father, 
telling him almost breathiessly that a bur- 
giar was there. 

Without waiting to arm himself, Mr. Al- 
len went to the rear of the hcuse. 

*“Den't Come in, I'm Bathing.” 

Passing through the dining room, which 
was dark, he went back towards the 
kitchen. The door was closed, but the 
burglar could be heard in his efforts to 
get through the window. When Mr. Allen 
opened the door there was a death-like si- 
lence. He could see nothing, but called out 
Scveral times to know who was there. 

A strange and unexpected reply came 
back: 

“Please, don’t come in here. I’m a wo. 
man. I’m naked and I'm bathing—don't 
come in.”’ it was whispered in a tine, fal- 
BSetto voice. 

Before that Mr. Allen had felt nothing 
like fear, but these mysterious words 
caused him a little consternation. He was 
doubtful as to what he had run into and 
the idea of a nude figure under such cir- 
cumstances startled him. He remembered 
that the cook had left hours before. 

by this time Mrs. Allen was on the 
scene. He called to her to Hght the gas 
in the dining room, at the same time 
grabbing a broom and advancing into the 
kitchen. 

Grappled with the Negro. 

As he stepped in the room a heavy negro 
jumped forward and grabbed Mr. Allen 
fiercely about the throat. An exciting 
Struggle ensued, punctuated by the erying 
of his wife and screams from the little girl. 

For some time the drummer has been 
Sick, but the emergency added strength 
and with the might of a Sandow he hurled 
the man against the wall, seized the broom, 
which had fallen during the fight, and as 
the negro rose gave him a blow over the 
head that sent him reeling again to the 
floor. 

Blind from fury and blood the burglar 
made another rush, but with an aim un- 
erring the broom whacked down again and 
his cranium was mashed like a paper bag. 

Seeing his advantage Mr. Allen jumped 
on the writhing form and pinned him to 
the floor. By this time the negro was 
powerless. He surrendered without ‘furs- 
ther resistance and was led to the street. 

The noise of the difficulty had aroused 
the neighbors. Officer Newborn was soon 
there and, with Mr. Allen as guard, the 
burglar was carried to the station house. 

He gave the name of George Wilson.and 
said that he was from Chattanooga. It, 
was found that he had piled up all of the 
provisions in reach and would have made 
way with them had it not been for the 
timely discovery of the little girl. 

The burglar says that it was not his in- 
tention to steal, but that he was starving 
and was ‘forced to get something to eat. 
He passed into the alley by the Girls’ High 
school and seeing the kitchen of Mr. Allen 
convenient entered and began his ravages. 
The face of the burglar was badly mangled 
and he was covered with blood, more spurt- 
ing from the wounds in his head. 

Mr. Allen came out without a scratch 
and but for the blood which got spattered 
on his clothing and saturated his hands 
it could not have: been told that he had 
passed through the desperate encounter.

Quigley, the Forger, Was a Gambler 
and High Roller. 


HETTY GREEN CAUSES UNEASINESS 


She Has Been Buying Western Railroad 
Stocks, and the Managers Are 
Airaid of Her. 


New York, Janvary 24.—(Special.)—Th¢re 
is no doubt that the forgeries and duplicity 
of Broker Edwin O. Quigley are much 
greater than was at first believed possible. 
It is now certain that in addition to the 
four New York banks already Known to 
have handled his fraudulent bonds, two 
others, one in Bridgeport, Conn., and one 
in Newark, N. J., hold securities which 
are likely to prove worthless. 

Not only is.this true, but it was learned 
this evening that Quigley,:onm the very eve 
of his arrest, made desperate but unsuc- 
cessful efforts to unload a fortune in ficti- 
tious bonds upon many New York banks. 

On top of this discovery comes the dis- 
covery that he led a double life for a long 
time previous to his arrest, and that he 
attempted to forget the disaster -which 
threatened him in drink and high playing 
at cards, within. rifle snot range of the 
house where he posed as a moral and lov- 
ing husband. 

Since the first shock of his arrest the 
forger has been looking steadily for some 
excuse by which'to escape the full penalty 
of his crimes, and it is intimated today by 
lawyers who know what they are talking 
about that it is @ uigley s intention to with- 
draw his ple& of ‘“‘guilty’’ when he is ar- 
raigned for sentence and plead “not guil- 
ty,”’ on the ground that the names signed 
to his fraudulent bonds were not the names 
of real persons, and that he is therefore 
entitled to.a trial on a charge.less grave 
than that of forgery. 

Quigley’s. Sentence. 

New York, January 25.—Edwin O.. Quigley, 
bond swindler, has been sentenced to fif- 
teen years and six months’ imprisonment. 


Bishop Potter and Father Ritchie. 

According to the canons of the.Protestant 
Episcopal church, if a bishop fails to ad- 
minister the rite of confirmation in any 
church at least once in three years, it, be. 
comes the duty of the rector, or one of 
the vestry of the church, to apply to the 
presiding bishop to appoint five bishops in 
charge of.dioceses nearest to the diocese 
in which the church is located to act us a 
council of conciliation, which council shall 
in the words of the canon “amicably de- 
termine all matters of difference between 
the parties, and each party shall conform 
to the decision of the council in the prem. 
ises.’’ 

Now, by report, unless Bishop Potter 
shall have celebrated the rite in St. Ig- 
natius Protestant Episcopal church of this 
city before May Ist, he will come under 
the provisions of the canon, and the Rev 
Arthur Ritchie, . rector of the church, will 
have to present a statement of ths fact 
and apply for a convening of the. council. 
Neither Bishop Potter nor Father Kitchie 
would be seen yesterday in regard to the 
matter. It is pretty well Known that Mr. 
Ritchie's ritualistic practices have not, for 
some time, had the approval of Bishop 
Potter, his shortening of the service at 
“high mass’’ and his reservation of the 
sacrament being especially distasteful to 
the bishop. By report, the two men have 
had considerable correspondence on the 
matter, and the correspondence may be 
made public later on. In case of Bishop 
Potter being ‘‘arraigned,” his judges, un- 
der the canon, will be Bishops Williams, 
of Connecticut; Doane, of Albany; Whit- 
taker, of Pennsylvania; Huntington, of 
central New York; Coxe, of western New 
York, and Littlejohn, of Long Island. 

Platt’s Triumph. 

Governor Morton cannot be pleased to 
note what seems to be the. general as. 
sumption that. he is completely under the 
thumb of Mr. T. C. Platt and the organiza- 
tion which Mr. Platt represents, and that 
when the interest of this urganization 
comes into conflict with the rights and 
the welfare of the citizens of this city, he 
will take sides with the organization and 
against the city. It is true that this as. 
sumption is clearly made by the Lexow 
committee. They take the power of ap. 
pointing a commission to reconstitute the 
police away from the mayor and give it 
to the governor, upon the ground that the 
mayor will use it in the interest of the 
city, while the governor will use it in-the 
interest of the party machine. These com- 
mitteemen ought to know how far they 
may count upon the governor, but it is 
possible, it is certainly to be hoped, that 
in this case they have deceived themselves. 
The governor is himself one of the citizens 
whom he is expected to betray and deliver 
te the organization. He has a social stand- 
ing about which he is sensitive, and which 
he is in danger of compromising if he as. 
sents to this bill and exercises the power 
conferred upon him by it. Doubtless he is 
willing to go to a considerable length to 
placate the organization, but will he geo 
to any length? That is at present one of 
the most interesting questions to every 
citizen of New York. 

Mrs. Hetty Green’s Peculliarities. 

The financiers of Wall street live in 
considerable dread just. at present of some 
of the projects of the eccentric investor, 
Mrs. Hetty Green. This’ woman has for 
six months past been buying in large 
blocks the purchasable stock of the west- 
ern roads. So carefully and quietly has 
she gone about this, however, that no in. 
timation of what she was. about reached 
the exchanges until it was too late to pre- 
vent her from attaining a decided voting 
influence in the spring meetings. An effort 
was made to secure her holdings by one 
syndicate at a considerable advance, but 
although Mrs. Green could have. cleared 
$25,000 in one transaction: by .selling, she 
would not do so. She has long been very 
hostile to C. P. Huntington and-the Gould 
Union Pacific interests. Now Mfs. Green 
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announces that she will do her best to 
bring down freight rates. Her object in 
this is to boom:a large section of the 
west in which she is interested and which 
she alleges is being retarded by the enor- 
mous tribute levied upon it vy the rail- 
roads’in the shape of traffic. Were Mrs. 
Green enabled to precipitate a freight war 
the results would be serious to various 
stockholding combinations. Mrs. Green 
has already been approached by numerous 
financiers in the interests of compromise, 
but she refuses to do anything to reconcile 
any conflicting interests. When she said 
recently that the railroads: were ruining 
the country, the assertion’ was taken as 
an open. declaration of war. It is now 
deemed a certainty that Hetty Green will 
take a good share of her millions to Wall 
street, and the prospect is very discour. 
aging to more than one frequenter of that 
notorious thoroughfare. It promises to be 
a case of Jay Gould in petticoats: 

Mrs. Hetty Green’s personal peculiarities 
are consequently being dwelt upon by some 
of the Wall street men who mean to put 
her in an insane asylum rather than le: 
her get control of the financiering of these 
western roads. To this anti-Green feeling 
is due the story that this woman is men- 
tally unbalanced and ‘tells fortunes by 
cards and teacups. Mrs. Green has these 
oddities, but her mental make-up is per 
fect. Any woman who can make hun. 
dreds of thousands a year ought to have 
no difficulty in establishing her sanity. 

Goulds and Vanderbilts. 

Some envious mortals are repeating at 
the clubs that George Gould obtained the 
countenarce of various socially prominent 
families by extricacing the scions thereof 
from financial embarrassments of one kind 
and ancther. There never was any founda. 
tion for these assertions. An effort is like. 
wise being made to spoil the party which 
Mrs. Gould will take with her to Norway 
and Sweden this coming summer. That 
effort is likewise doomed to failure. The 
Goulds will cruise about the northern coast 
of Europe for eight weeks. it is possible 
that Mrs. Paran Stevens may go with 
them. Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt and Mrs 
Gould are now quite warm friends. The 
latter will be -the guest of the former 
when the new palace at Newport is com- 
pleted. 

Some misapprehension has been created 
by the statements recently’ mad» that cool- 
ness €Xists between Mrs. W. K. Vander- 
bilt and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt. The 
two ladies are on very infimate terms 
of friendship, and: in order to refute the 
rumors to the contrary, Mrs... Cornelius 
Vanderbilt made it a point to be present 
with her husband and her daughter, Miss 
Gertrude, at the recent dance in Mrs. 
Ogden (Mills’s house. Mra. Willie K. 
Vanderbilt was there Jikewise, and all pres- 
ent had occasion to note the cordiality 
of all the members of the family toward 
each other. Society understood the inei- 
dent as a formal notification that ‘‘Willie” 
himeclf is the villain of the play. Snobs 
who have undertak«n.to criticise Mrs. Wil- 
lie and to give her the cold shoulder have 
accepted this warning.

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AT THE CAPITOL. 


The Northeastern railroad bonds called 
for under the advertiserment of the 
goverror, are beginning to come into th» 
state treasury. Within two days $25,000 of 
the bonds have been deposited with Treus- 
urer Hardeman. 

The legislature instructed the governor 
to advertise for the bonds of the road which 
bear the state’s endorsement, the default 
in the payment of the interest on which 
caused the road to pass into the hands of 
the state. There are $260,00 worth of 
these bonds, and under the act of the legis- 
lature the governor is authorized, when 
three-fourths of thein have been returned 
to the treasury, to offer twenty year 3%, 
per cent bonds of the state in exchange for 
them. Before this is done. however, the 
treasurer is authorized to see if he cannot 
dispose of the: state bonds at a premium, 
and if he can, then he will pay cash for 
the Northeastern . bonds. 

Holders of the bonds in Georgia. or many 
of them at least, have responded to the 
governor's ‘advertisement. It is expected 
that practically ali of the bonds will be 
sent in. 

They Want a Pardon. 

The governor returned from his trip over 
the Northeastern last cvening and will be 
in his office today. 

One of the first cases which will come 
before him is the application for a pardon 
of Charles Kelly, who has served twenty- 
two years in the state penitentiary. The 
crime for which Kelly was sent to the peni- 
tentiary was the killing of a well-to-do 
farmer of Newton county, a Mr. Hardeman, 
which occurred shortly after tne war. The 
Kellys, father and two sons, had become 
involved in some trouble with Hardeman 
just before this and they were suspected. 
Charles, however, was the only one con- 
victed, and he was sent to the penitentiary 
for life. 

Today Judge A. M. Speer, Judge John J. 
Hunt and Judge E. F. Edwards will go be- 
fore the governor to urge the pardon ,of 
Kelly. The. pardon is asked for on the 
ground that he hus been sufliciently pun- 
ished for a crime, for which he was coh- 
victed upon circumstantial evidence. It is 
understood that the friends of the murdered 
man will oppose the granting of a pardon.

We should have higher prices, not be- 
cause silver would not be equal to gold, 
but because of the enlargement of our 
stock of money of final redemption. 

Ignorant editors say that the opening 
of our mints to silver would place the 
country ou a silver basis. Giving their 
ignorance the label of wisdom, we say, 
and every other friend of the people will 
say, let it be a silver basis. Anything 
is better for the prosperity of the coun- 
try than the gold basis—silver, paper, 
whetstones, chips, pelts—anything that 
will enable the people to exchange their 
commodities on a profitable basis. Sound 
prices are much more important To the 
people than the dollar that robs and 
plunders them. 


More Gold Goes. 

We remarked yesterday that Ickel- 
heimer was on deck.

It is reported that Mr. Cleveland says 
he will issue five hundred million 5 
per cent bonds to keep the country on 
a gold basis. What a picnic that will 
be for Ickelheimer, and Heidelbach, and 
Hockenheimer and the rest! What a 
feast for the rich eastern bankers who 
have idle money to invest! 

Clearly the people are not in it with 
Ickelheimer and the rich eastern bank- 
ers.

Their 
prosperity is a thing of the past, fam- 
ine stalking through the land, an army 
of tramps marching through the country. 
business ruined and the accumulations 
of years wiped out in a vain effort to 
satiate the ever growing greed of the 
Shylocks who have their stronghold in 
the east.

Cotton Mills North and South, 

Our readers may think that The Con- 
stitution and other southern newspapers 
are devoting a good deal of space to the 
cotton mill industry, but our New Eng- 
land contemporaries have still more to 
say about it. 

At first. when the southward move- 
ment of the eastern mills started, Mr. T. 
Jefferson Coolidge and others made the 
point that the Massachusetts laws had 
regulated the hours of labor in a way 
which made it impossible for the mills 
in that state to compete with the south- 
ern mills. The movement has now spread 
to New Hampshire, and it is evident 
that there is some other reason for it 
than the one given by Mr. Coolidge. 
While it is plain that the cheapness of 
southern labor is an important induce- 
ment. the statement is now made that 
our cheap coal is a great advantage. The 
Lowell manufacturers not only admit 
that our cheap labor and coal are at- 
tracting them here, but they also say 
that they have found it necessary to 
build their mills in the cotton belt where 
they can save the cost of transporting 
the raw material. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
sums up the reasons given by the east- 
ern mill men for their removal and says: 

It will be seen that there is no lack of 
explanations assigned by the manufact- 
urers for the mills moving South—cheaper 
cotton, cheaper fuel, cheaper labor, lower 
taxes—and yet these do not include all the 
reasons that might be assigned, for nothing 
is said of the mildness of the climate, which 
is an important element, as it prevents 
fewer interruptions; of the greater water 
power; of the superior quality of the cot- 
ton, arriving as it does, at the mills less 
stained by travel and less injured by com- 
pression, and of the nearer and better mar- 
kets. When we add these to the reasons 
assigned by the New England manufactur- 
ers the wonder is that the mill movement 
did not begin sooner. 

Now that it has begun it will be noticed 
how short a time it has taken to convince 
the New Englanders that it is a permanent 
movement. Take the statement of the 
treasurer of the Amoskeag company. He 
thinks the southern movement is perfectly 
natural. He sees no prospects of the 
building of new mills iff New England. 
and thinks the old mills will have great 
difficulty in diving, and can do so only by 
reducing labor. He repudiates the proposi- 
tion that New England will cling to the finer 
variety of goods, leaving the south to manu- 
facture coarse sheetings, ete., and points 
out that it is much easier for the south 
to capture this latter branch of the cotton 
industry than the former. It will be an 
easy matter when it has once secured con- 
trol of the lower grade of goods to improve 
the quality of its output; and this, indeed, 
it has already begun to do. 

The New England newspapers are 
filled with this sort of talk, and it is so 
sensible and in such perfect accord with 
business principles that it is bound to 
earry conviction with it. Our people 
here in the south have not yet come to 
the proper appreciation of this move- 
ment—one of the greatest thaf has ever 
been known in the history of this coun- 
try. Its far-reaching consequences can- 
not now be measured, but itis safe to say 
that it will transfer the seat of indus-

ur contemporary goes on to say: 

This city has done more for the develop- 
ment of the south than nearly all other 
American communities. New York, which 
has hitherto monopolized southern trade 
from the Atlantic seaboard, never raised a 
finger to help the south. To whatever de- 
Bree rapid railroad schedules from the guif 
were desirable for the benefit of New York,to 
that extent there is some slight attempt to 
speed their mails. Bun the cheaper ocean 
carriage suits both the south and New York, 
and so long aS New York runs the coast 
steamers and controls southern freightage 
On land and water she is indifferent to all 
the needs of southern industries. 

To Chicago the south owes the rapid 
transit that throngs her health resorts dur- 
ing the winter and lays cown in northern 
markets he? summer fruits and vegetables. 
Chicago organized the system of quick 
refrigerator transporation, which has 
brought southern farms into the market 
and encouraged northern capital to regions 
where never a dollar had been ventured 
prior to the inauguration of refrigerator 
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Lo Chicago the south will be most deeply 
beholden for such measure of profits as 
ehail come to her cotton belt from the At- 
lanta exposition. ly is Chicago that has 
raised the cry for quicker facilities for the 
sCuth to the west and the north, and these 
quicker facilities mean ten times more te 
the suuth than they do to us. 

The Herald seems think that the 
south is practically unanimous against 
Chicage. This view is entirely wrong. 
The southern congressmen voted against 
Chicago's federal building during a sea- 
son of almost unparalleled depression, 
When there was a great pressure upon 
us to economize in various ways. This 
is the explanation of the whole business. 
Instead of being opposed to Chicago we 
are working all the time for her inter- 
ests, conjvintly with our own. We not 
only buy from Chicago but we sell to 
her very largely. At the present time 
our business men and congressmen are 
doing their best to seeure a system of 
fast mails that will bring Chieagzo with- 
in a day’s travel of Atlanta. 

It is trne that some of our states in 
the south inade no official provision for 
exhibits at the world’s fair, but our peo- 
ple were there, and they are prepared 
to give the Chicagoans the same cordial 
welcome here that the southerners re- 
ceived in the great city by the lake. 

There is no desire in the south to dis- 
criminate against Chicage. On the con- 
trary, we feel that she one of our 
natural allies, and she will always find 
when the test comes that the south is 
prepared to stand by her. In the matter 
of the federal building, The Constitution 
believes that Chicago is entitled to it, 
and we are glad she got it.

An Outburst of Human Nature. 

As i rule the nerthern newspapers 
condemn all lynchings, whether they are 
for rape or any other crime, but The 
Farm and Home, published at Spring- 
field, Mass... recognizes the fact that 
lynchers some times have great provo- 
cation. In av recent issue it says: 

We trust the time will never come when 
an assault with attempt to rape will be 
considered in any section a rather clever 
thing to do. If the tramp who assaulted 
a@ young girl on her way to Sunday school 
in Massachusetts had committed his crime 
in Alabama or California he would not only 
have been chased and caught, but would 
have been hanged to the nearest tree. In 
the old Bay State he is sent to jail for six 
months, which means that he is to be 
snugly housed and fed at public expense 
during the winter and then let free to re- 
peat his crime at the first opportunity. 
We do not advocate lynch law, but who will 
Say that such scoundrels as this do not get 
more exact justice done them in Alabama 
than in Massachusetts? The wives and 
daughters of our farmers are entitled to a 
better protection under the laws than they 
secure when tramps who attempt the most 
shameful outrages are permitted to escape 
with only a trifling sentence. 


When the tramps in New England be- 
come more reckless and desperate than 
they are at present even the best and 
most peaceful people ivwill resort to 
heroic remedies. Lynching is a _ bad 
thing, but the provocation that often 
leads to it in Texas would also cause it 
in Massachusetts. Human nature is 
very much the same everywhere. 

Concerning Tali Buildings. 

During the recent heavy gale in Chi- 
cago the tall buildings did not oscillate 
or show that they were affected in any 
way by the elemental disturbance. 

The gale of last Monday blew at the 
rate of sixty-five miles an hour, and it 
struck the walls of high buildings with 
terrific force, but there was no swaying 
of these tall structures—no damage to 
their frame work. Tests with a line 
und plummet failed to show that the 
walls were out of plumb. 

But. while the Chicago people now be- 
lieve that their tall buildings are cyclone 
proof, they are not so certain that their 
foundations are secure. ‘The pressure 
of such an immense weight upon a 
yielding soil on the shore of a lake may 
some time cause a movement that: will 
produce a slump or a slide that will re- 
sult in a serjous disaster. 

However. this is merely speculative. 
It may be that the weight of millions 
of pounds upon the soil of Chicago has 
solidified it and made it a perfectly safe 
basis. We are inclined to accept this 
view, and it strikes us that‘in a city 
like Chieago the chief danger to tall 
buildings will come in the shape of fire. 
Whether these buildings are absolutely 
fire proof is an unsettled question, and 
it will require time to decide it. If they 
are not fire proof it goes without saying 
that a conflagration once started in them 
will make rapid and fearful headway.

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MEXICO’ AND GUATEMALA. 


is the reason for 
diminutive ‘“‘gar- 


A Concise Statement ef the Cause of 
the Treuble Between the Countries. 


From The Chicago Record. 
The troubles of Mexico and Guatemala, 


growing vut of a disputed boundary line, 
are quite likely to result in a war between 
the two governments. 

Previous to 1823 the five republics of Cen- 
tral America were integral parts of the 
Mexican empire. . With the downfall of 
iturbide the republics set up for thamselves, 
and the boundary line between Mexico and 
its southern neighbor has been @ constant 
subject of dispute. Several attempts have 
been made to permanently settle the boun- 
dary. but they have invariably failed. 

The origin of the present trouble dates 
from 1*73, when a number of Guatemalan 
families living on the disputed territory 
threw off their allegiance to Gtatemaia 
and asked Mexican protection, which was 
granted. Guatemala objected to this ac- 
tion of Mexico and the latter withdrew its 
protection, and referred the matter to the 
government of the Mexican state of Chiapa 
for investigation. The governor a5 @ result 
reported that the territory of Begueal be- 
longed te Mexico. Thereupon the governa- 
ment -renewed its protection to the Guate- 
malan famiiies. To this position the Guate- 
malan government objected and openly 
Claimed sovereignty, not only over the dis- 
puted territory, but over the whole state of 
Chiapa and the district of Soconusco. 

A commission was then proposed by Mex- 
ico for the settlement of the boundary line, 
and after some years such a commission 
Was appointed in December, 1377. In 1881, 
the commission not having completed its 
labors, it was proposed by the Mexican 
government that it be continued, its powers 
having elapsed by the terms of the treaty. 
This was not done, and the Guatemalans 
entered the disputed territory, destroyed 
the marks set up by the boundary commis- 
sion and committed other depredations. 

It was then proposed to refer the matter 
to the United States for arbitration, to 
which Mexico readily consented. The ac- 
tion of Guatemala in aitempting to preju- 
dice the United States against Mexico and 
the death of Mr. Garfie.d put an end for 
a time to these negotiations. ‘Lhey were, 
however, renewed to President Arthur, who 
insisted that both Guatemala and Mexico 
should seek conjointly the arbitration of 
the United States. This negotiation result- 
ed in notning, and the two government? 
took up the matter between themselves. 

A treaty was made by the two countries 
in 1883 for a settlement in which Guatemala 
gave up her claim to Chiapa and Socdnusco, 
and a commission was selected to fix the 
boundary between the two countries. The 
commission not having completed its labors 
by the time designated by the treaty it was 
extended to October, 1836, and again to Oc- 
tober 1888, and a third time to October, 1892. 
The commission has ‘hot even yet completed 
its work. 

In the meantime a commission had been 
appointed to settie ail questions of damages 
between the people of the two countries for 
losses growing out of the unsettied condi- 
tion of affairs, but this commission has not 
finished its labors. 

Recentiy tne Mexican government de- 
manded of Guatemala satisfaction for the 
invasion of Mexican territory and for the 
destruction by Guatemalan soldiers of pri- 
vate property, indemnity for all damages, 
remuneration for the expenses incurred by 
Mexico in sending troops te the Guate- 
maeaian frontier, and the prompt termina- 
tion of the boundary survey as contem- 
plated by the treaty of 1882. 

Guatema:a has returned no answer to the 
demands of Mexico, but haggies about the 
claims of Mexico being unjust, although 
by the treaty of 1882 the disputed lands 
were to be considered as Mexican territory 
until the boundary line was permanently 
settled. It is not thought likely that the 
two countries can now come to any terms 
for a peaceful adjustment of the difficul- 
ties owing to the intense feeling existing 
on both sides. Rival armies confront each 
other on the frontier, and an outbreak may 
occur at any time.

“The writer has been in New York and 
has seen workingmen coming in from some 
of the countries where the prices of goods 
were about the same as they are here now, 
where they do not rob the poor working. 
man, and these men had leather bottoms on 
their trousers. The writer has also been 
in Canada, before they had a tariff law, 
and has been there since the tariff law 
has been in operation. The tariff has been 
of inestimable value to Canada in building 
up her cities and towns, and in making a 
home market for the farm products.

During that meet- 
ing Mr. Bell, chairman of the committee, 
w.ll present a resolution authorizing the 
bridge committee to advertise for bids for 
the Alabama street bridge, and then noth- 
ing more can be done till those bids are in 
and opened.

Investigators Way Hold an Informal 
Session Today. 


VExY LITTLE ORGANIZING TO DO 


Mayor King Named a New Cemmittee 
Yesterday—Other Matters of Inter- 
est Around the City Hall. 


That committee of five has not yct or- 
ganized. 

During the day yesterday the membership 
was discussed by thote who now have an 
interest in the matter and prognostications 
as to the disposition of each towards the 
work in hand were prolific. By all it was 
conceded that the makeup of the committee 
Was about as good as Mayor King could 
have made it, 

Naturally there was some kicking. But 
that was to he expected. The consensus of 
opirion, however, was that Mayor King 
ceuld not have selected a more intelligent, 
patent and just jury to sit upon the case 
the committee will have in hand. It is a 
committee composed of gentlemen who 
could not possibly have a political prefer- 
ence or feeling of any kind to inject into 
toe investigation. 

The probabilities are that the members 
of the committee will have an informal 
gathering this afternoon, but this meeting 
may not take place until Monday. That 
conference will be for the purpese of tx- 
ing a time to open the investigation which 
will suit the convenience of the members 
of the committee, and while it is in session 


something like’ an outline of what line the 


work will take will be discussed. On the 
part of some of the members there is a 
disposition to wait a few days 8 that 
things may shape themselves, or rather to 
see what shape things will take on the out- 
side of the committee. None of the meni- 
bers appear to be in any hurry to take the 
matter up, and yet all, as far as they have 
been heard to express thomsclves, recog- 
nize the responsibility of the work commit- 
ted to their care, and realize the fact that 
the people of Auianta expect to get to work 
without delay. 

“I can’t say just yet,’ said one of the 
members of the committee, “when we will 
begin. So far I have talked to only two 
members of the committee, and they, like 
me, are of the opinion that the sooner we 
Start the better it will be. Still none of Us 
are in a great hurry to run away from the 
graveyard before the last clod has been 
thrown upon the coffin. We know that the 
pople are looking on and watching us and 
we know too, that the same people are will- 
ing to trust us. 

“We will probably get together this afcer- 
noon or-Monday for the purpose of secing 
abcut a date that will suit us all. As you 
krow every member of that committee is 
a man who has business to attend and he 
will ret be able to give much time to it 
when we get to work on the ‘nvestigation, 
We can compare notes as to our .usiness 
engagements and in that way come to a 
conclusion as to a time that will suit us all. 
Now, for instance, we have one member on 
that committee who had made arrangements 
to leave the city for a visit to his two sons, 
who are off at school, the visit to wind up 
with a month in Florida. Placing him on 
that committee has interfered with his 
plans and he cannot carry them out as they 
were made without putting off the investi- 
gation a month. This, of course, he does 
not expect, and will change this Plans ac- 
cordingly. It may be, however, that the 
cormittee will have to wait a few days on 
him as he will not disappoint his children, 
He is willing to give up his own pleasure 
in Florida, but will not deprive his children 
of the pleasure they will derive from a Vis- 
it by him te them. 

“What about an organization? Why there 
will be very little organizing to do. We al- 
ready have a chairman, a chairman given 
us by Mayor King, and a good chairman he 
is. We will want a secretary, but I guess 
one of the members of the committee will 
be selected by the committee to do the 
work."’

Mayor King added another committee to 
his list of committees yesterday. - 

Zarly last year, after the exposition had 
been suggested and was in its incipiency, 
Mr. Harman presented a resolution § in 
which the genera] council of Atlanta and 
the people of Atlanta invited the Grand 
Army of the Republic to hold the encamp- 
ment of 1895 in Atlanta.

From Now Till Monday. 

The apportionment sheet, ag it passed 
the board of aldermen at the regular meet- 
ing Thursday, when the white-winged bird 
got over the crowd, is now in the hands 
of Clerk Woodward. where it will remain 
until next Monday, when it will go to the 
mayor for his approval or veto. The pa- 
per has attached to it the recommenda- 
tions of the board of aldermen to the 
finance committee to make the changes 
which the board suggested and which 
brought the white-winged bird out. 

So far Mayor King has not indicated 
what he will.do in the matter, but there 
is ervery reason to believe that he will at- 
tach his) signature to the paper and make 
it a law complete before it again reaches 
the genera! council in regular session con- 
vened.

The Firebug Strongly Denies That He 
Burned Mr. Davis's House. 


A PETRIFIED ATLANTA MAN IN TEXAS 


Buried for Twenty-Five Years He Was 
Dug Upa Man of Stone— Will Be 
Brougbt to Atlanta. 


There is an old scaffold packed away in 
the dark cellar under Fulton county jail. 
It has dashed away the life of more than 
one felon, and unless there is intervention 
its fatal timbers will creak again before 
the year is finished with the weight of 


doomed men. 

Among those who stand in awe of this 
death-trap is ar old negro man how 0Oc- 
cupying a cell at police headquarters. He 
is an ex-convict and his record in the past 
for wrong doing is voluminous. This time 
the evidence against him is so strong that 
he will scarcely escape a serious sentence. 
The negro recognizes this and denies em- 
phatically that he is guilty of the crime 
with which he is charged. He is charged 
with robbing and afterwards burning tne 
residence of Mr. W. P. Davis, the lawyer, 
living at 41 Richardson street. 

“T knows I’m gwine to hang if I den’t 
show up who burnt that house. But ’fo’ 
goodness I didn’t doit. I ain’t gwine burn 
no man’s house, more specially a lawyer's, 
kase I know he got de law on his hand, 
an’ he’s gwine carry you right on to de 
gallows ‘fo’ you ketch yer breath. 

“T didn’t steal dem things. Dey wuz 
fotch to my house by a woman, an’ she 
told me to take ’em an’ sell ’em. Dey can 
hang me ef dey wants to, but I ain't gwine 
tell no man I burnt that house.” 

Yesterday Detectives Ivy and Barrett 
found the place where the negro had taken 
his booty after putting the torch to the 
house. Suits of clothing, silverware and 
various articles of furniture were found. 
His wife, who was at the place, said that 
it was he who brought the goods there 
about midnight Saturday. The detectives 
say that the crime hag fixed itself on the 
old man, and the double charge of arson 
and robbery makes it look dark for him. 

Petrified for Twenty-Five Years. 

Chief Connolly received information yes- 
terady that a petrified man, buried twen- 
ty-five years ago, and recently exhumed, 
would soon be brought to Atlanta. The in- 
formation came in a letter from Waco, 
Tex. The reference to the petrified man 
was incidental. It said that the town was 
wild over the discovery and thousands of 
people had seen the body. 

~ sets la years ago the man, whose 
name, by the way, was not given, had 
come to Texas from Atlanta. In a difficul- 
ty one night he was shot down and in- 
stantly killed, a pistol ball penetrating 
his breast. When dug up last week by his 
relatives they were horrified to find that 
the countenance of the dead man had not 
changed. Every feature was intact, but 
the flesh had turned to stone, and even the 
imprint made in the breast by the pistol 
Dall was clearly discernible. The letter 
stated that the body would soon be shipped 
to Atlanta, where it will be reinterred. 

Chief Connolly, as a matter of informa- 
tion, will write for further particulars. 
The Boy Buarglars Carried to Jail. 

Ten little niggers, all in a row, were 
marched from the police station to the 
county jail yesterday. In ridding the, city 
of this gang the detectives have done the 
best work of the year. ‘Their ravages 
were extensive and property valued at 
$200 stolen by them was recovered. None 
of the negroes are over fourteen years old. 

Chased by the Bailiff. 

M. C. Keely, who had just been convicted 
by Justice Bloodworth of cheating and 
swindling, gave Bailiff Harper, of that 
court, a. lively race yesterday afternoon 
while being conducted to jail. 

At Butler street the negro jerked from 
the bailiff and sprinted away towards 
Capitol avenue.

RECEIVER BROWN INTERVIEWED. 
His Statement Is That His Company 
Has Lost Money for Four Years. 
The appointment of a receiver for the 
Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and In- 
vestment Company was not a surprise to 
those who have kept up with the compa- 

ny’s affairs. 

According to the statement of Receiver 
Julius L. Brown, the company has been 
losing money for fully four years, and the 
convicts were the occasion of a great part 
of this loss. 

‘‘Had it not been for the convicts we had 
at work, and which we have under lease, 
the company would have closed down four 
years ago. We have been running that 
length of time at an actual loss, but there 
was nothing for us to do but keep the con- 
victs at work. 

“Now, here are some figures on that line. 
It requires one and one-eighth tons of coke 
to make one ton of pig iron. To get out 
180 tons of pig iron it requires 270 tons of 
coke. It takes two tons of coal to make 
one of coke. This means 8&0 tons of coal 
a day for the 180 tons of pig iron—more 
coal than is burned.in the city of Atlanta 
in a week. The last few years have been 
‘exceptionally severe on industries of this 
kind. The coal we mined was not of the 
quality for domestic use, yet we had no 
market. The iron companies were making 
their own coke. We were obliged to keep 
the convicts at work, and we could not af- 
ford to let 600 tons of coal a day go to 
waste. We had to make pig iron, and did 
it at a loss. It cost us $7.00 a ton, and we 
soid it for $% in order to meet competition. 

“Last year there were eighty blast fur- 
naces out of 323 in the United States run- 
ning. Out of this eighty in operation we 
had two, or one-fortieth. it requires 
money to repaix a furnace when it gets 
out of blast. We have had to repair both 
of our furnaces, at a cost of about $10,000, 
to say nothing of the loss of time, as it 
took from six to eight weeks to get them 
in blast. In the meantime, the convicts 
had to be fed. To feed them we must 
work them. The waste food and refuse 
is sufficient to feed 400 hogs, which are 
kept there for that purpose. 

“Last August we could get no extension 
of credit at our bank and we were obliged 
to get along the best we could. We had 
to watch out for the workings of the Me- 
Coy act. The creditors gradually grew 
more impatient and began to press upon 
us. The loss of time in repairing the fur- 
naces kept us from meeting certain obli- 
gations and the receivership followed. 

“Work will be continued. There is noth- 
ing else to do but to continue the furnaces. 
The convicts are on hand and must be 
looked after. I shall cut down expenses 
more than ever and clip salaries.” 

Receiver Brown stated in most positive 
terms that the placing of the Georgia 
Mining, Manufacturing and Investment 
Company in the hands of a receiver did 
not affect the leases held by it on the 
other properties.

Mr. T. B. Felder, Jr., was appointed by 
Judge Lumpkin to take charge of the stock 
in the capacity of temporary receiver and 
the petition was set for a hearing on Jan- 
uary Wth as to the permanency of the re- 
ceivership and injunction. 

There have been several mortgages given 
by the House Furnishing ‘company and the 
creditors began to get uneasy. It was then 
that a petition was drawn by Glenn, Siaton 
& Phillips asking for the appointment of a 
receiver and the granting of an injunction 
to prevent the defendant company from 
disposing of the goods or encumbering the 
company further. 

Judge Lumpkin first signed an order 
granting a temporary restraining order, 
which directed that the property be not 
further encumbered and that all the assets 
and sales be strictly accounted for by the 
defendant. Later there were several sinall 
levies about to be made, and when this 
was placed before Judge Lumpkin he signed 
an order granting a temporary receiver. 

The Crown Pottery Company claims 
$239.72, Burley & Tyrrell $318, Abram Fruit 
Cothpany $208.77, and C. Ahrenfejd & Son 
$29.50. The Atlanta House Furnishing Com- 
pany has its place of business at 57 Peach- 
tree street and is a stock company. The 
president is Judge James K. Hines. Miss 
Bennie Moore is secretary and Thomas 
Evans has charge of the company’s af- 
fairs as manager. 

The receivership will probably be made 
permanent when the hearing occurs.

buried for four years, and the fuse lighted. 
The explosion destroyed all signs of the 
grave and tore up the ground for several 


feet around. 

This terrible and

where it occurred, 4 few miles from Indian 
Spring, and if the devilish perpetrators 
could be found there is little:doubt of the 


fate they would suffer. 

Mrs. Lawson was the mother of two of 
the wealthiest and most prominent young 
men of their section of the county.

Ah investigation showed bevond doubt 
that the human hyenas had placed dyna- 
mite deep down in the grave and set it off. 
The explosive had been placed inside the 
casket, which was drilled into for the pur- 
pose. The result was something terrific. 
The earth was scattered about, but the 
body was but little disturbed, 

The discovery of the inhuman deed 
created the wildest excitement in the com- 
munity. No one could understand it. Both 
Ed and Frank Lawson are young men of 
exceptional popularity and if they have an 
enemy in the world who would seek to get 
revenge in such a dastardly manner, they 
know nothing of him. In fact, they have 
no known enemies and are altogether with- 
out clues to work on. Mrs. Lawson was a 
good, lovable and kind lady, and had not 
an enemy in the world, and there is abso- 
Jutely no explanativn that can be offered 
for the crime. The motive will, perhaps, 
never be known. If it was revenge, it is 
the first time on record that such a method 
has ever been resorted to to gratify the 
passion of hatred. ,

THE STOCK MARKET CLOSED HIGHER 


Cotton Closed a Little Lower and May 
W beat in Chicago Again Broke Its 
Low Record—FProvisions Firm. 


New York, January 25.—The,extraordi- 
nary. withdrawals of gold from the sub- 
treasury were the chief topic,of discussion 
in financial circles today, and even at the 
stock exchange the professionals who have 
had a monopoly of the dealings were in- 
clined to go slow. The withdrawals of the 
metal today amounted to $4,750,000 coin and 
$1,000,000 bars, making the grand totai 
for the week thus far $12,030,000. Of this 
$7,200,000 will be forwarded to Europe io- 
morrow about equally divided between the 
steamers LaBourgogne and Lucania. In 
view of this tremendous ioss of the metal 
the general impression. was that the ad- 
ministration will wait no longer for con- 
gress, but ‘will act at once. Some had it 
that a new issue of bonds would be made 
on Monday, and it was this that kept the 
market firm throughout the day. A new 
feature was the buying of $1,900,000 gold 
bars at the assay office. the purchasers 
having had to pay a small premium. The 
bars were deposited with the Mercantile 
Safe Deposit Company and will not be ex- 
ported at present. The sales of stocks 
were 98,844 shares, the smallest total for 
any day of the week. At the start the 
market was rather weak for the bankrupt 
issues, but as the day wore along a firm 
tone characterized the dealings and the 
cl.sing was firm. Net changes show gains 
of 4a1'4 per cent,- Delaware and Hudson 
leading: Lead was quite a feature at one 
time, and on liquidation fell to 32% for the 
common and to 81% for the preferred. Dis- 
tilling, Lake Shore, Reading, Northern Ba- 
cific prefefred and Lead preferred lost 4@ 
1% per cent on the day. American Cable 
jumped 3 to 93.

The announcement that Sinnott has sold 
his Reading stock is exciting a good deal 
of interest in that New York speculation 
cannot understand why so much publicity 
is given the matter. Some think there may 
be an object in making it so public in order 
to cause still further liquidation. On the 
other hand, some think Sinnott is anxious 
to have his friends know that he no longer 
is to be .identified with’ a company in such 
throes of distress as Reading. 

A goou authority on Southern railway 
said last night: ‘‘The price has fallen from 
45 to 33 without reaction except the 2 points 
rise attending the announcement of the 
syndicate purchase in November. This is 
a decline enough to justify a substantial 
rally. There can be very little profit for 
holders in selling stock at these prices, 
hence it is probable that those who have 
stock to sell will be found working for an 
advance in due time.” 

Southern railway stocks show a ten. 
dency to recover from the recent specula- 
tive pressure. The denial of this bureau of 
unfounded reports of labor troubles on this 
road had a gratifying effect. The finances 
of this company are satisfactory, and the 
outlook encouraging. 

it is yet impossible to state the amount 
of gold that will be exported on Saturday.

Liverpool advanced 1.@1 point, but closed 
quiet with the advance generally lost. ‘he 
spot sales there were 12,000 bales and con- 
tinved good demand was reported. In Man- 
chester varns were steady and cloths dull.

Houston received 49,000 bales this 
week against 25,000 for the same week last 
year. Interior town receipts were estimat- 
ed at 108,000 against 86,604 last week and 
59,945 last year. The port receipts today 
were estimated at 40,000, including ‘“vari- 
ous,”’ against 38,324 this day last week and 
23,707 last year. The total for the week is 
estimated at 243,000 against 157,000 last year. 
New Orleans receipts tomorrow are esti- 
mated at 6,000 to 7,000 against 10,175 last 
year. Boston was said to be buying rather 
more freely today, but there was under- 
stood to be some selling for Pennsylvania 
account. The trouble with the market to- 
day was the continuance of liberal receipts; 
not only at the ports, but at the interior 
towns the arrivals were heavy. They un- 
doubtedly caused more or less selling. Then 
the large gold exports have a more or less 
disturbing effect in commercial circles gen- 
erally. Furthermore, the southern cotton 
markets are not in a very encouraging con- 
dition whatever may be said about the 
enormous consumption this year, and as 
for the dry goods business, it is in a condi- 
tion that leaves much to be desired. It 
will not do, however, to forget that the 
price of cotton is already low, and that it 
shows resistance to further depression. 

This afternoon, as soon as the selling 
pressure Was removed, the market rallied 
easily, and the net decline for the day was 
trifling. No material or lasting advance in 
quotations can be looked for, however, until 
there is a marked diminution in the re 
ceipts, and some predict that this will oc- 
cur next week.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


May Wheat Broke Its Previous Low 
Record Yesterday. 


Chicago, January 25.—Rumors of impend- 
ing trouble, which were indefinite in their 
tenor and proved unimportant when actu- 
ally announced, and reports of a large fail- 
ure in the Russian grain trade at Udessa, 
the latter having been learned of late yes- 
terday afternoon, gave to the wheat market 
this morning a nervous and unsettled feel- 
ing. Whén business began prices had not 
recovered an earlier loss which they sut- 
fered on the curb, and were, in fact, slight- 
ly below the. lowest unofficial quotation. 
Several of the big shorts congidered the 
time opportune for converting paper pronts 
into actual ones, and their buying imparted 
the subsequent firmer feeling. When the 
failure of William Young & Co., a weil 
known and formerly influential firm, be- 
came known, there was free selling, not be- 
ecaise of endangered interests, but purely 
through sentiment, which gave values an- 
other blow and marked another low record, 
May wheat opened from 53% to S3%,c, sold 
between 54144@654% and 53%c, closing at 05 
aac ¢@%c under yesterday: Cash wheat 
was w and %c per bushel lower. 
Corn—The uneasy condition of wheat had 
a decided dampening effect on corn at the | 


beginning of the cession, 
rally in the leading grain and a good inqui- 
ry for cash corn overcame the depression. 
The full complement of strength was not 
maintained throughout, but recessions were 
only fractional, the price not sustaining 
any loss from yesterday. May corn opened 
from 45@454%c, sold between 45 and 4%@ 
45%c, closing at 45%—unchanged from ye5- 
terday. Cash corn was 4@'%¢c higher than 
yesterday. 

Oats—The fluctuations in oats were v°Ty 
n.uch similar to those of corn. The cash 
market was still firm, the demand in that 
branch of the trade keeping up and sellers 
being able to obtain from 4@éc advance on 
yesterday’s prices. This feature had a good 
influence on the fiftures. No activity great- 
er than ordinarily seen existed, however. 
May cats closed %c higher than yesterday. 

Provisions—Commission houses did some 
business for their country customers in this 
market today, the selling being restricted. 
Packers were on both sides of the market, 
but their operations were not large enough 
to cause comment or importantly influence 
the quotations. The average tone was firm, 
easy periods being experienced, however, 
The close was 2%c higher than yesterday, 
easy for May pork and ribs and 7c higher 
for May lard.

Chicago, January 2.—Early prices on 
wheat this morning showed a drop over 
night of from %@%c. There was no spe- 
cial news to cause this weak opening out- 
side of lower cables and the heaviness 
that has prevailed during the past few 
days, and, from the manner in which of. 
ferings were absorbed, holders felt con- 
dent that a good reaction would be the 
result. Instead of this, however, values 
advanced to last night’s closing, at which 
point offerings became so free that the 
market gradually became groggy, and dur- 
ing the last hour suffered a quick drop. 
There was certainly nothing encouraging 
to the longs in the news of the day. On 
the other hand, an avalanche of bearish 
items presented themselves to further 
harass the position of buyers, and appeared 
to come just at the right time to strengthen 
that of sellers. News from Washington 
pertaining to large gold exports has been 
rife all the session. Clearances were verv 
meager, amounting to only about 235,000 
ushels of wheat and flour. On each rally 
large lines came on the market for sale, it 
being reported that some of this was for 
San Francisco account, but among the 
weakest features was the decline in the 
northwest. those markets showing no dis- 
position at any time to rally. The report- 
ed failure of a prominent commission house 
caused further discouragement, and a new 
low record has again been made, with the 
closing only barely steady. There has been 
a reported good demand for export, both 
at St. Louis and at the seaboard, but for 
the moment anything of a strengthening 
nature seems to be ignored. 

Corn and oats have been very firm the 
entire session. The feature continues to 
be the good demand for No. 3 and shipping 
grades of corn from shippers, and the very 
low rates to the seaboard of only 13%c. 
The strength today would undoubtedly have 
been more pronounced were it not for the. 
weakness in wheat, and it is probable, un- 
der present conditions, coarse grains would 
show a good rally on any intimation of an 
advance in the wheat market.

The Brice-Thomas Syste: Still Mak- 
ing Southward. 

The Brice Thomas system is still south- 
Ward bent. Here igs what The Chattanoo- 
ga Times said of it yesterday: 

“Notwithstanding its failure to get con- 
trol of the Queen and Crescent up to this 
time, the Brice-Thomas system scems yet 
determined to have its long-wished-for line 
from the lakes to the gulf. In Cincinnati 
Monday the Cincannati, Lebanon and 
Northern road was bought by the Cincin- 
hati, Jackson and Mackinaw, a property of 
the Brice-Thomas system. This gives the 
latter the long desired entrance into Cin-

of Mexico, with branches to the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

“The Brice-Thomas system in the south 
is a large and powerful one and their 
Propertics in the north almost equaliy so, 
but they could not bring the two ends to- 
gether. Every effort tu do so was made, 
but the syndicate was opposed by powerful 
rival sysiems and thwarted at every point. 
The connection with the south was the mo- 
tive for the attempted control of the Cin- 
cinnati Suuthern several months ago, for it 
would let the southern end of the Brice- 
Jhomas sysicn: inio Cincinnati and that 
would be one step nearer the realization of 
the general scheme. Foiled for the moment 
in that, they did not give up, but threw the 
Matter into the courts, where it still is. and 
began work at the other end. If the scheme 
contemplated in the control of the Cincin- 
nati: Southern had gone through, the Brice-

TAKES THE PLACE OF TWO. 


A New Railroad Asscciation Formed 
in Chieago. 

Chicago, January 2%.—After two months 
of hard work and overcoming what seemed 
almost insuperable obstacles, the western 
and transcontinental lines have at last 
formed a new association for the main- 
tenance of rates and the preservation of 
their best interests. 

The new association is the successor of 
two associations rather than one. It takes 
the piace of the old Transcontinental As- 
sociation, long out of existence, and the 
Western Passenger Association, whose 
demise was more recent. Its Rame will be 
the Western Trunk Line Passenger Com- 
mittee. B. D, Caldwell, ex-chairman of the 

Association, was elect- 
ed ch2zirman by a unanimous vote in reeog- 
nition of services in reconciling the vari- 
ous roads to the agreement. His salary 
wiil be increased at once. 

The new association is effective from its 
formation and no time will be lost in put- 
ting into operation the rate sheets, which 
are now being prepared. Twenty-six lines 
entered into the agreement, the absentees 
being the Wabash, Denver and Rio Grande, 
Rio Grande, Western and the Union Pa- 
cific. Of these, the Union Pacifie is alone 
uncertain, The rest have signified their 
intention of joining. The Union Pacific 
could not come to any agreement as to 
whether it should open its Denver and 
Ogden gateways, and so far has refused 
to do so, except on conditions that are im- 
practicable. It will be given a chance to 

in, and will even be solicited to do go, 

should it still refuse it will have to 
fight twenty-nine roads single-handed, and 
will be shown no quarter, although it is 
admitted that it has some right on its 
Side. Both the Atlantic and Pacific Hnes 
of the Southern Pacific are in the assocta- 
tion, as is also the Canadian Pacific. Al- 
most daily meetings have been held since 
November 26th, and the progress has been 
exceedingly slow.

Anti-Toxine Cures a Desperate Case 
of Diphtheria. 


AN ATLANTA PHYSICIAN'S TEST 


Dr.J. A. Summerfield Tells of the Success- 
ful End of Anti-Toxine Treatment. 
The Mediciae Comes Gigh. 


Anti-toxine, the remedy which The New 
York Herald is spending thousands of dol- 
lars to furnish to the diphtheria-stricken of 
New York, has been tested by an Atlanta 
physician and in several instances has 
proven successful, 

Dr. J. E. Summerfield is the physician, 
and yesterday afternoon he received news 
of the successful result of his experiment 
with anti-toxine in a case of) diphtheria, 
the treatment of which was begun last 
Monday. 

For several months the men of science 
have been experimenting with the remarka- 
ble discovery with a view of learning its 
worth to the medical fraternity in the 
cure of many diseases, but more especially 
of diphtheria, for which disease it was 
especially intended. 

These experiments, for the most part, 
have taken place in northern and eastern 
cities, but recently the medical men of the 
south have become interested in the widely 
published accounts of the remarkable cures 
effected by anti-toxine, and have begun a 
study of its properties, with a view of 
making experiments in cases coming under 
their personal observation to test the value 
of the remedy. 

In northern and eastern cities, such as 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago, Cleveland and other places, 
anti-toxine establishments have been found- 
ed and the diphtheria germ killer is being 
made in large quantities, and, ording to 
the reports, used with great success. 

So far as known only one establishment 
has been founded in the south for its manu- 
facture—tha: one being located in New 
Orleans, and it is only of recent origin. 
However, large quantities of the medicine 
are being imported or ordered from the 
north, and in near future the experi- 
ment will be in progress throughout the 
south. 

The first experiments made with the new 
medicine here in Atlanta were by Dr. J. E. 
Summerfield, several weeks ago, he using 
the anti-toxine with fairly stood success on 
several cases of diphtheria of a very 
gravated type. These cases were consider- 
ably advanced and accompanied by other 
diseases of a ¢erious nature, making the 
trial of the anti-toxine at that time a dis- 
advantageous one. The result of these ex- 
periments, however, were of such a nature 
as to increase the confidence Dr. Summer- 
field had in the discovery and he ordered 
a fresh supply of the medicine direct from 
serlin, and continued his studies of it ana 
what had been accomplished by its use else- 
where. 

Dr. Summertield 
another opportunity to test the value of 
the anti-toxine discovery, which opportu- 
nity presented itself on Monday last by the 
receipt by him of a telegram from Captain 
A. H. Keller, one of the most prominent 
citizens of Tuscumbia, Ala., requesting 
that he come to that city at once to treat 
a child of Captain Keller, who had a serious 
ease of diphtheria. Dr. Summerfield went 
to Tuscumbia and treated the child with 
what appears to be remarkable success. 
Dr. Summertield received a letter from Cap- 
tain Keller yesterday stating that the child 
was much improved and that a change for 
the bette began on the following day after 
treatment, Tuesday. 

A Constitutien representative called on 
Dr. Summerfield yesterday and when asked 
what success he had met with in the Tus- 
cumbia case, replied that his expectations 
had been more than realized. 

“IT was called to Tuscumbia on Monday 
by a telegram from Captain A. H. Keller,”’ 
Said the doctor, “to treat a case of diphthe- 
ria of his little son. Upon arrival there 
I found the case to be a most severe one, 
and far adyanced, not alone in the throat, 
but even the nose was occluded by diphthe- 
ria membranes. I went to work at once on 
the case and injected a dos? of the anti- 
toxine into the child, which was followed 
by others during the day. The result of 
the injections had not shown itself to any 
appreciable degree when I left, but I learn 
from Captain Keller today, in a letter writ- 
ten by him yesterday, that the child was 
much improved, the letter stating that the 
child had slept better and that the swelling 
had subsided and that the membranes were 
disappearing. From that report I am very 
hopeful that the experiment will prove an 
entire success.” 

Dr. Summerfield was asked to explain 
what anti-toxine was and said: 

“Anti-toxine was invented about a year 
ago by a German scientist, and is a diph- 
theric poison or germ formulated by the in- 
jection under the skin of an animal, usually 
a horse or céw, of a quantity of baccillus 
diphtheria. The injection and cultivation 
of the anti-toxine runs through a course 
of about five or six months. An animal! is 
selected and wel cared for until it becomes 
in good condition in every manner before 
the operations are commenced, it being 
found that the best results have been wob- 
tained by the use of a healthy horse, that 
animal being better suited for the purpose 
for many reasons. 

“At first only a small quantity of the 
anti-toxine is injected into the animal, 
which is usually followed by little or no 
reaction. With each succeeding injection, 
a larger dose is used, until when, if no re- 
action occurs after the injection of the 
largest poisonous dose, the animal is then 
said to be immunized. Then the blood of 
the immunized animal is taken and allowed 
to coagulate, allowing the serum to separ- 
ate from the blood corpuscles. It is found 
that this serum possesses qualities antagon- 
istic to the aati-toxine of diphtheric poison. 

“There are three manufactures of as 
many kinds of anti-toxine,’’ cuntinued Dr. 
Summerfield. ‘‘They are Behring, of Frank- 
fort; Aranson, of Berlin, and Roux, of 
Paris. 

“From experiments it seems that Aran- 
son’s is the better quality, as it is stronger 
and requires a smaller dose than any of the 
others. 

‘The method of use in cases of diphtheria 
is by the means of a special syringe, from 
which a sufficient auantity of anti-toxine 
is injected underneath the skin to cause a 
reaction, which sets in after the injection 
promptly. frequently in eight to ten hours, 
but more marked in twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours. The anti-toexine relieves not only 
the local symptoms of diphtheria, but as a 
rule the complications occurring with it, 
such as heart and kidney trouble, are 
usually less marked, making the chances 
for recovery much greater than formerly. 

“The anti-toxine bas not been used alone 
as a specific for diphtheria proper, but has 
been used as a preventive in cases where 
persons have been exposed to diphtheria. 
In such cases a smaller dose, of course, 
is required. 

“This last experiment was tried on some 
of Captain Keller's children, who had been 
exposed to the case of diphtheria which I 
treated in Tuscumbia, with success, they 
betng free from the disease at the last 
advices received from Captain Keller, 
which was yesterday.” 

Anti-toxine is at the present time a very 
e nsive luxury. Dr. Summerfield paid 
quite a large sum for a very small vial of 
it, which he received recently. But as the 
manufacture of it increases the price wv} 
decrease. q 

The United States marine hospital service 
has sent a representative te France and 
Germany to make a special study of anti- 
toxine, and an exhaustive report was made 
by him recently, most favorable to the dis- 
covery, the report showing that a wonder- 
ful lessening of the fatalities by diphtheria 
had taken place in those countries since 
its use. 

The experiments which wili be made here 
and in the south, will be watched with in- 
terest, considerable interest in the dis- 
covery having been taken by medical mer 
and tha neople generally. 
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NOTED WOMEN COMING 


Lady Henry Somerset and Miss Frances 
Willard Are Coming 


AND A NUMBER OF LESSER LIGHTS 


The Delegates to the Suffrage Convention 
Are Beginning ta Arrive—The Or- 
ganigation Is 7 horough. 
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The coming of a number of unexpected 
celebrities to the suffrage convention was 
announced yesterday. 

Information was received that Lady Hen- 
ry Somerset, the famous English reform 
crusader; Miss Frances #. Willard, presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union: Miss Helen M. Gonza, of Lafayette, 
Ind.: Miss Laura Clay, daughter of General 
Cassius M. Clay, of Kentucky, and others 
would be in Atlanta next week to attend 
the convention. 

Many other bright and shining stars of 
the suffrage movement are on their way to 
Atlanta and next week will be one of great 
moment to the women of America. 

The officers and members of the a*socia- 
tion in the city yesterday were Rev. Anna 
E. Shaw, vice president of the associa- 
tion; Mrs. Harriet Taylor Upton, treasurer; 
Miss Lucy Anthony and Miss Elizabeth Gil- 
mer. 

A large number of visitors and delegates 
will begin to arrive by Monday or Tues- 
day. 

About 200 delegates are expected to be in 
Atlanta during the convention, and the 
proper accommodation and that 
number of women requires considercble ar- 
rangements being made. 

The headquarters-ecf the association dur 
Ing the convention will be at the Aragon 
and the greater portion of the delegates 
will be quartered at that hostelry, although 
quite a number will take accommodations 
at the other hotels and with private fami- 
lies and friends, 

The nearness of the meeting day of the 
convention has caused the people to begin 
discussing the suffragists and the outcome 
of the deliberations, speculation being rife 
as to the manner of procedure of a2 well 
organized woman suffrage convention. 

The breaking away of the suffragists from 
their established policy of holding their 
conventions in Washington is expected to 
work a consicerable change in the associa- 
tion, as it is expected that the personuel of 
the conventions will be made up by women 
from different sections of the country, 
who necessarily have different ideas and 
views on the great questiorms and principles 
confronting the women of the country. 

Heretofore the delegates to the conven 
tions have, for the most part, been made 
up of women from the north and exst by 
reasop of the conventions being held in 
Washington, but how that rule has 
been amended and the suffragists are com- 
‘ng to Atlanta, it is expected that a largely 
mcreased southern representation wil re- 
sult, and also that many women from the 
far-off west and northwest will be here, 
taking advantage of the opportunity to get 
away from those cold regions fer a, brief 
time, while if they went to Washington 
Such would not be the case. 

Delegates are expected in Atlanta from 
thirty-six states and territories in the Unit- 
ed States, and they will be women repre- 
senting the most advanced ideas and 
thoughts of the women of those states and 
territories, 

In that connection it mizht be stated 
that. the suffrage association has ore 4niza- 
tions in that number of states and territo- 
ries, the crganizaticns being perpetiu.‘ted 
on @ State and county local branch basis, 
as it were, all of which, however. are sub 
ject to the rules and orders of the national 
association.

by a fee of 23 cents being paid by every 
Wwcman joining any local branch. Of that 
SUM a per capita tax of 10 cents ¢ the 
national organization for its suppori. That 
per capita tax, or other funds oj aSsO- 
Siation, is, however, spent only in defray- 
ing the expenses of representatives and ice- 
turers who may happen to be sent out to 
different parts of the country, no officer of 
the association receiving a sirgle cent for 
compensation. 

That feature of the association is one of 
unusual custem, it being said that most 
other women organizations pay their officers 
salaries, making the expense of member- 
ship in some of them quite a sum 

This pecullarity of the National Wo- 
man’s Suffrage Association is explained by 
members of it by stating that the objects 
and principles of the organization are not 
to advance the interests of any person or 
class of persons who belong to it, but that 
it is for the purpose of advancing the gen- 
eral condition of the women of the coun- 
try. 

The movement, which is so active ai this 
time, for equal suffrage began about forty 
years ago, but for many years the con- 
verts to the principle were very few, it re- 
quiring an immense amount of agitation 
and education for its advocates tu get a 
foothold among the women of the country. 
There has been more growth in the move- 
ment in the last five years than in the 
previous thirty-five, so said one ci the 
suftragists yesterday. 

The greatest success that the sufirazists 
have met with is ineCclorado and WV yom- 
irg, where they have secured the full suf- 
frage right, now having representatives in 
the state legislatures and in high oftictal 
positions in those States. tansas if an- 
other state where they, have made great 
progress, having in that state at this time 
municipal suffrage, with a fair chance of 
securing the full suffrage right, if the con- 
ditions existing there do not change. 

The members and otficers cf the assccia- 
ticn who have arrived in the city are 
among the widest known and ablest women 
in the country, and they are influential in 
the councils of the association. 

Rev. Anna E. Shaw, of Philadelpnia, vice 
president at large of the associatian, is 
said to be the finest speaker among the wo- 
men of the country, and she has been one 
of the leading lights in the woman’s suf- 
frage movement for a number of years. 
Mrs. Harriet Tayior Upton, the national 
treasurer of the association, is one of the 
best informed and interesting women 
in it. Mrs. Upton has done a great work 
for the cause during her connection with 
the association, and she is one of the most 
brilliant women in the country. 

Miss Lucy Anthony is a niece of Presi- 
dent Susan B. Anthony, and has charge 
of the programmes, printing. etc., at the 
conventions. Miss Anthony isug thorough 
worker for the cause and she has con- 
tributed much towards putting the associa 
tion where it is. 

Miss Elizabeth Gilmer is a delegate to 
the convention and she is one of the young- 
est, though ablest advocates of the princi- 
ples of the association. Miss Gilmer is a 
daughter of Judge Gilmer, of Warren, O., 
and is a graduate of Vassar. 

Rev. Shaw was confined to her room 
yesterday by iliness, er is fatigued and un- 
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comfortable after her long journey from 
Philadelphia, and the gther ladies of the

BIG COMPANY FORMED 


‘ with LaGrange 


On County, Ga. | 


Mr. Drape, of Pittsburg, Organizes Two 
Big Companies at LaGrange, 


A LAND AND BRICK © COMPANY 


Says He Is Here Representing a Large 
Eastern Syndicate—Some Details 
of His Work. 


One more step forward in the establish- 
ment of cotton mills and manufacturing 
institutions in the south was made Thurs- 
day by the organization of a wealthy com- 
pany for that purpose in LaGrange. 

The company was organized by Mr. James 
W. Drape, of Pittsburg, Pa., who is in the 
south, representing a large and wealthy 
syndicate of eastern capitalists, with the 
avowed object of building manufacturing 
enterprises in the south, more especially 
cotton mills. 

Mr. Drape has been on a tour of different 
southern states for several weeks and has 
made quite a number of important invest- 
ments for his syndicate and planned many 
Others which will develop in the near fu- 
ture. 

The company organized by Mr. Drape in 
LaGrange Thursday is the Pittsburg and 
Georgia Land Company with a capital of 
$100,000, with the privilege to increase to 
$1,000,000, and is composed of some of the 
best and most influential men of LaGrange 
and Georgia. 

The objects of the company are to es- 
tablish a large cotton mill in or near La- 
Grange and to develop the land- 
ed interests of LaGrange and vicinity, that 
section of the state being considered a 
most profitable field for investment by rea- 
son of the valuable and rich farming lands 
in the immediate territory and the close 
proximity of an unlimited supply of water 
in the Chattaheechee river.

Griffin, Judge F. M. Longley, James W. 
ae, a. ce, arent S&S. M. Traitt, L..J 
Render and W. J. McClure. 

From the list of officers and directors it 
will be seen that every name mentioned 
is in itself a synonim of stability and 
known ‘throughout the state for reliability 
and financial standing. They are among 
the leading an-i wealthiest citizens of La- 
Grange an. vicinity and are men who 
have the interest of their city, territory 
and state at hear: 

As stated, the officers and directors of 
the company are men well known in the 
Stat? and men who can command the 
confidence of the people wherever they are 
known. Judge Longley, the president of 
the company, was for a long period of 
years the judge of different courts in that 
section and he is now one of the most 
influential and highly 
of Troup county. Mr. Drape, the first 
vice president and general manager and 
organizer Of the company, igs a member of 
the firm of James W. Drape & Co., of 
Pittsburg, Pa. 

Mr. Drake returned to Atlanta Thurs-

He is accompanied in his travels by his 
wife and niece, Miss Stark, of Scotland, 
who is in America on a visit to Mr. Drape, 
Hie is a Scotchman, having come to Ameri- 
ca from that country many yearg ago.

NORTHEASTERN RAILROAD BONDS. 

STATE OF GEORGIA, Executive’ De- 
partment, Atlanta, Ga., January 5, 189.— 
To the holders of the bonds of the North- 
eastern Railroad Company endorsed by 
the state of Georgia in accordance with

‘Provided, however, that in case it should 
appear at the same time when such ex- 
change is offered that the treasure: can 
negotiate and sell the bonds of the state of 
Georgia herein before referred to at a 
sum greater than the par value thereof, 
then, and in that event he shall not ex- 
change the same at par, but shall sell 
the said bonds of the state of Georgia 
and from the proceeds arising from such 
sale pay the principal and interest of all 
the bonds of the said Northestern Raii- 
road Company ther outstanding bearing 
the endorsement of the state of Georgia 
on same. She treasurer of the state shall 
continue to exchange or to pay such 
Northeastern bonds endorsed by the state, 
as herein required, until the entire amount 
of the issue aforesaid has been taken up 
or paid off in full.
